Throughout history, human societies have been shaped 
and determined by their leaders. Whether triumphing 
by conquest or political maneuvering, or succeeding by 
self-belief, these figures are the powerful elite that 
others have sought, or been compelled, to follow. 


legendary. They endure in people's 
minds as much for the principles 
they represent as for the historical 
facts of their stories. 


The effect of power 

For some leaders, traces of their 
influence can still be seen in national, 
geographic, and political boundaries. 
The vast empires created by Alexander 
the Great, Suleiman the Magnificent, 
and Genghis Khan, for example, may 
have fallen, but the achievements of Qin 
Shi Huang, Charlemagne, and Otto Von 
Bismarck endure as modern-day China, 
France, and Germany. Similarly, through 
the leadership of George Washington, 
Mahatma Gandhi, and Kwame Nkrumah, 
the US, India, and Ghana became new, 
independent countries. 

Another mark of successful leadership 
is advancement, where courageous 
rulers have led their society to a brighter 
future by challenging the current regime. 
As president, Abraham Lincoln released 
millions of slaves in the US and turned 
his country away from slavery; Cuba was 
freed from capitalist corruption by Fidel 


eaders take many forms, from 

monarchs and dictators to social 
reformers and revolutionaries to 
prophets and spiritual guides. Styles 
of leadership are equally diverse, some 
achieving and sustaining their authority 
through fear and brutality, while others 
inspire loyalty through benevolence 
or shared ideals and aspirations. What 
unites all great leaders, however, is their 
ability to influence people, whether 
briefly, such as John F. Kennedy, or 
throughout their lifetime, such as 
Eleanor of Aquitaine during her 66-year 
reign over France and England. 

While the legacies of many leaders 
have faded over time, a notable few have 
left an indelible mark on the world. The 
most enduring of these legacies belong 
to spiritual leaders, such as Muhammad, 
Moses, and Jesus Christ, whose teachings 
continue to shape the lives of billions 
of followers around the world, millennia 
after their own lifetimes. A number of 
other leaders also live on in spiritual 
form as cherished national icons, such 
as Boudicca, Joan of Arc, and Saladin, 
whose achievements have become

success and earned themselves vast 
fortunes. Each then used his personal 
wealth to fund philanthropic projects 
and, in doing so, improved the lives of 
those less fortunate, acquiring new 
supporters around the world. 


Changing notion of leadership 

As societies change, so, too, does the 
concept of leadership. However, the 
one, indisputable uniting quality 
among all the leaders that appear in 
this book is ambition—these are people 
who, even if their leadership was 
inherited, chose to make decisions in 
order to effect change. They accepted, 
welcomed, or fought for their position, 
and they were not afraid to stand up for 
what they believed in, whether that be 
to mankind's advantage or detriment. 
These are people who lived exceptional 
lives, many of which still continue to 
influence lives today. 


Castro's revolution; while in South Africa, 
Nelson Mandela overthrew apartheid, 
finally granting equality to the country's 
black majority. 

Leaders can be defined neither by 
gender nor by race. Some of the great 
leaders have been female, including 
Sojourner Truth, Susan B. Anthony, and 
Emmeline Pankhurst, who all worked 
toward achieving equality for women. 
As a result of their initiatives, Margaret 
Thatcher, Benazir Bhutto, and Angela 
Merkel were able to forge political 
careers that saw them become the 
first elected female leaders of the UK, 
Pakistan, and Germany, respectively. 
The civil rights movement in the 
US, given voice by Martin Luther 
King Jr. and Malcolm X, successfully 
campaigned for black equality and 
brought the issue to the world stage. 

A position of leadership inevitably 
carries great power, which can be 
misused and even abused, as witnessed 
in Adolf Hitler’s persecution of the Jews 
and other minorities during World War ll, 
devastating Europe for generations. 
Wielding power does not guarantee 
SUCC6SS, as seen in communist Russia 
and China, where Joseph Stalin's and 
Mao Zedongs failed reforms and 
political ambitions cost the lives of 
tens of millions of their own people. 
However, leaders can and do evolve. 

In their early lives, entrepreneurs such 
as John D. Rockefeller, Li Ka-shing, and 
Bill Gates led their businesses to global

At first, 
Moses was afraid and refused the task, 
but eventually he placed his faith in 
God and accepted the mission. 

Moses returned to Egypt and demanded 
that the Pharaoh release his slaves, warning 
him of God's punishment, but he refused. 
God inflicted plagues that ravaged Egypt 
for months, and after the 10th plague, the 
Pharaoh finally agreed to release the slaves. 


Searching for freedom 

Moses led the Israelites out of Egypt and 
into the Arabian Desert, and Pharaoh, 
who regretted his decision to free his 
workers, sent his chariots to chase them

The Ten Commandments, in 
Judeo-Christian thought, are essential 
moral teachings. Spread by Moses to 
the Israelites, they consist of a number 
of required and forbidden practices. 
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Better known as the Buddha, Siddhartha Gautama 

is revered as the founder of one of the oldest and 
most widespread of world faiths—Buddhism. An 
Eastern philosophy and religion, it teaches that life is 
a process of working toward freedom from suffering. 


e 
eras (meaning “he who achieves his aim”) Gautama was born into 


the Shakya tribe in Lumbini (modern-day Nepal), in the 6th century BCE. 
The tribe was poor and isolated, but Siddhartha's father, Suddhodana, was 
the leader, and built a palace where his son, the prince, could live in luxury. 


Path to enlightenment P 

According to Buddhist tradition, Siddhartha’s father ordered the people to 

hide all signs of human suffering from his son. When Siddhartha finally ventured 
out of the palace without his father's knowledge, he was deeply shocked to learn 
of illness, old age, and death. In response, he left his home, his wife, and his 
newborn son Rahula, to seek the truth of human existence. 

For a few years, Siddhartha tried to emulate holy men (such as the hermit saint 
Alara Kalama), and follow a life of study, prayer, and meditation, but their guidance 
failed to help him achieve spiritual release. Then, meditating alone under a pipal 
tree (Ficus religiosa), he came to see things as they truly were. When he realized 
that the causes of suffering are greed, selfishness, 
and stupidity, and that eliminating these traits 
would free people from suffering, he reached 
Nirvana, a state of pure enlightenment, and 
became the Buddha ("he who is awake").

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Buddha taught his followers 
eight daily practices to help 
them find a middle way between 
self-denial and overindulgence, 
leading to pure enlightenment. 
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Buddhist monk Tenzin 
Gyatso is the 14th Dalai 
Lama, and the spiritual 
leader of Tibet. 


The current lineage of Dalai Lamas began 

in the 14th century, and is believed to be 
successive incarnations of religious teachers 
who return to Earth to guide others. Since 
the 17th century, these spiritual masters have 
led the government in Tibet, until the 14th 
Dalai Lama went into exile in 1959 following 
a failed uprising against Chinese occupation. 
He has since become a world figure for his 
campaign for Tibetan autonomy. 
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to be a god or a prophet—only a human 
being who had reached the highest 
possible understanding of reality. It 
is said that when he died he told his 
disciples not to follow another leader. 
After the Buddha's death, his teachings 
were passed through eastern Asia orally 
for 400 years before being written down. 
He also came to be venerated in other 
religions, such as the Ahmadiyya sect of 
Islam, while Hindus see him as one of 
ten incarnations of the god Vishnu. 
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During the Buddha's first sermon, 

he “set in motion the wheel” of his 
teachings (dharma). He spoke of the 
Four Noble Truths: dukkha (the truth 

of suffering); the arising of dukkha (the 
causes of suffering); the stopping of 
dukkha (the end of suffering); and the 
path to the stopping of dukkha (path 

to freedom from suffering). He also 

set out the Eightfold Path—eight 
practices to be integrated into daily life: 
right understanding, right intention, right 
speech, right action, right livelihood, 
right effort, right mindfulness, and right 
concentration. By embracing these 
habitual behaviours, the Buddha taught 
that each person could achieve a balance 
between self-mortification and decadence 
known as the Middle Way. 


Teachings and legacy 
While some of the Buddha's teachings, 
such as forbidding the slaughter of living 
beings, already existed in other schools 
of thought, his emphasis on equality 
between human beings and compassion 
for the poor was a revolutionary concept. 
The Buddha spent the rest of his life 
travelling through India and preaching 
the dharma. However, he did not claim 
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orn in Pella, in the ancient Greek kingdom of 

Macedonia, Alexander was the son of Philip Il ۳۹ 
and his fourth wife, Olympias. In Alexander's 627۷ 
education, he strongly identified with Achilles and 
Odysseus, the heroes of Homer's epics, The Iliad 
and The Odyssey, and from an early age, he sought 
to emulate their achievements. 

When Alexander was just 16 years old, he 

ruled Macedonia as regent in his father’s absence, RUN 0 
crushing an uprising in Thrace. Two years later, = | 
Alexander led the cavalry charge at the Battle of ^ — 
Chaeronea in 338 BCE, and, according to the Greek- - 
Roman biographer Plutarch, he was the first to 
force a breach in the enemy line, winning a key 
victory for his father. 


The new king ۱ 
After Philip II's assassination in 336 BCE, Alexander, 
aged 19, became king of Macedonia. Immediately, 
he began quelling rebellions sparked by the death E 
of his father. After killing his main rival, Attalus, 
Alexander crushed an uprising in the Greek city 
of Thebes-the first example of his use of ruthless — 
terror to suppress rebellion. 
Alexander's first military expedition saw him 
defeat an uprising by local chiefs in the Danube 
Valley, north of Macedonia, in 335 BEE. In order to

Philip ۱۱ had long utilized a phalanx 
formation—a huge rectangular mass of 
soldiers armed with shields and pikes. 
Unlike previous uses of this formation, 
Alexander’ version of the phalanx 
included skirmishers and cavalry, 
which reinforced their attack. 

The next year, Alexander confronted 
the Persian King Darius ۱۱۱ and his army 
on the plains of Issus (Turkey). In one of 
the decisive battles of the ancient world, 
Alexander defeated the much larger 
Persian army, but Darius escaped. 
Alexander then moved on to Egypt, 
part of the Persian Empire, taking Tyre 
(Lebanon) and Gaza (Palestine) en route. 


Alexander rode 

into battle on his horse 
Bucephalus to fight 
against the Persian King 
Darius in the Battle of 
Issus in 331 BCE. During 
his reign, Alexander 
conquered more than 
seven kingdoms and tribes. 


Safely cross the river and gain the upper 
hand, he moved his entire army, with 
horses and equipment, across the river 
overnight on rafts made of animal skins 
stuffed with straw. Alexander‘ ability to 
improvise solutions under pressure, 
based on an astute reading of the 
landscape and situation, would be 
demonstrated throughout his career. 


Building an empire 
With his European lands secure, the 22- 
year-old Alexander turned his attention 
east toward Persia, intent on further 
conquests. Leading a carefully prepared 
expedition, he crossed the Hellespont, 
the body of water separating Europe 
from Asia Minor, into Anatolia. 
Alexander's powerful army consisted 
of 5,000 Macedonian and Thessalonian 
cavalry and 40,000 Macedonian and 
Greek infantry, including Thracian javelin 
throwers and Cretan archers. His army's 
first victory against the Persians came at 
Granicus (Turkey) in 334 BcE. There, he 
used tactics gleaned from his father; 
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Philip II (382-336 BCE) y 

was king of Macedon AE 

۲ and Alexander's father. -— 
When Philip ascended the throne in 359 BCE, 
he embarked on a long campaign to reform 
and strengthen the Macedonian army. He 
brought peace to his country and, following 
the Battle of Chaeronea in 338 BCE, 

* established dominance over the Greek 
city-states, thereby paving the way for his son's 
far-reaching conquests. In 336 BcE, Philip was 
assassinated by his bodyguard while planning 
an invasion of the Persian Empire.

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huge losses. Demoralized and exhausted 
at the prospect of further military 
campaigns, Alexander's armies began 
to mutiny. Heeding his people's needs, 
Alexander agreed to return home. 

Part of Alexander's success in building 
his empire came from him embracing 
the customs of the civilizations that he 
conquered. However, these were not met 
with such enthusiasm by his Macedonian 
followers and veterans. Many became 
jealous as increasing numbers of new 
Persian followers found favor with 
Alexander. Discontent was expressed 
in aseries of mutinies that Alexander 
violently suppressed. 


His legacy 

When he died of a fever in Babylon on 
June 11 323 BCE, he left no heir (his son 
by his wife Roxana, a Sogdian princess, 
was born after his:death). However, he 
left a ‚strong legacy as the passage of his 
army led to unprecedented cultural and 
religious exchanges between East and 
West, as well as the expansion of trade 
routes and the founding of many cities. 
In antiquity, his fame was unequalled, 
and he was so revered by his followers 
that his embalmed body was taken to 
Egypt where it was displayed for more 
than 500 years.

- more, but was later murdered by a small 
group of conspirators led by his 
cousin Satrap Bessus. In 330 BCE, 
Alexander proclaimed himself 
successor to the Persian 
throne. The Macedonians 
believed this would bring an 
end to his campaigns, but 
he pressed on, enforcing his 
claim on all Persian domains and 
extending his empire into India.

The self-appointed First Emperor of China, Qin Shi Huang 

conquered six states and unified them with his own kingdom 
to create a single nation—China. Stamping his authority upon 
his country, he introduced laws that are still in place today. 


riginally named Ying Zheng, the future emperor was 
born the son of a prince in the state of Qin at a time 
of conflict between rival Chinese kingdoms, known as the 
Warring States period (475-221 BCE). Zheng succeeded his 
father's throne to Qin in 246 BCE, aged just 13, and ruled 
first with the assistance of his chancellor, Lu Buwei, before 
taking full control nine years later. As king, Zheng waged war 
on his neighboring states and conquered them all between ا‎ 
230-221 BCE, before proclaiming himself Qin Shi Huang, ee 
meaning First Emperor of the Qin dynasty.

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Establishing China 

In order to consolidate his power, Qin and his new chancellor, 
Li Si, established a system of civil administration across his 
territory, where positions of power were earned, not 
inherited. All men were equal under law but equally 
powerless and without rights. 

Unity and uniformity were guiding principles of Qins rule, 
which saw him impose empire-wide laws, and 7 
standardize measurements, language, = 
currency, and trade. He also introduced

Obsession and paranoia 


-Even as a young king, Qin was obsessed 


with his own mortality and ordered the 
construction of a vast tomb containing 
life-size terracotta figures designed to 
protect him in the afterlife. It took 38 years 


- to construct and required hundreds of 


thousands of laborers. (It was discovered 


- in 1974.) To avoid assassination attempts— 


of which three were made during his 
lifetime—and evil spirits, Qin also built 
secret tunnels between his palaces. 

Determined to secure his legacy, Qin 
suppressed the histories of previous 
dynasties and burned the works of 
scholars that he did not agree with. He 
also destroyed works that did not suit his 
aims, including immortality in later life. 

In his quest to cheat death, Qin 
dispatched numerous missions to discover 
sacred places and people where the elixir 
of life might be found, and employed 
scholars to concoct potions that would 
grant him eternal life. He died, aged 49, 
believed to be from mercury poisoning, 
possibly from one of these potions. 
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Renowned for her military 

prowess and shrewd alliances, 
Queen Cleopatra was the last a 
ruling pharaoh of Egypt. 


leopatra ascended the throne 
of Egypt alongside her younger 

brother, Ptolemy XIII, following 
their father's death in 51 BCE. When 
civil war erupted between the sibling rulers, 
Cleopatra allied herself with the Roman 
general Julius Caesar, who was charmed by 
her beauty and intelligence. Once Ptolemy 
was defeated, Cleopatra co-ruled first with 
Ptolemy XIV and then with her son, but 
she was effectively sole ruler of Egypt. 

Following Julius's assassination in 44 BCE, 
Cleopatra formed a political and romantic 
relationship with Mark Antony, one of the three 
administrators who, along with Octavian 
(see pp.32—35) and (Marcus Aemilius) 
Lepidus, led Rome. As the Roman leaders 
vied for power, Octavian declared war 
on Antony and Cleopatra. 

Defeated in battle at Actium 
in 31 BCE, Cleopatra and Antony 
fled to Egypt, where besieged and 
facing capture and humiliation, 
they both committed suicide.

Political maneuverings 

Octavian now faced no further barriers 
to absolute power. However, he did not 
want to appear to rule as a totalitarian— 
becoming the focus of revolts and civil 
wars like those that had plagued Rome 
for decades—so he upheld Rome's status 
as 2 republic and made a show of 
returning power to the Senate. In return, 
in 27 BCE, the Senate granted him the 
title Augustus, which made him become 
emperor for life, and the sole ruler of 
Rome in all but name. 

Augustus believed in traditional 
Roman values and passed laws 
rewarding marriage and 
childbearing—viewed with 
irony by Romans aware of 
his own infidelities. 


JULIUS CAESAR 


The great-uncle of Octavian, Julius Caesar was 
born into the Roman elite in 100 BCE. His brilliance 
as a military commander made him one of the 
leading political figures in the Roman Republic. 


Britain—showed his skill as a general and his ruthlessness in crushing 
revolts. Leading his army into Italy in 49 BCE, Julius launched a civil war 
against his rival Pompey. Victorious in 45 BCE, he was appointed dictator 
by the Senate and embarked on sweeping reforms, including the 
introduction of the Julian calendar. In 44 BcE, he was assassinated by

Livia was already married to the politician 
Tiberius Nero, and six months pregnant, 
but Octavian forced Nero to divorce her.

Ill feeling between Octavian and Antony 
mounted as each vied for greater power. 
This was made worse by Antony's affair 
with Cleopatra (see p. 27) while he was 
married to Octavians sister, Octavia.

He also introduced anti-adultery 
legislation, which he imposed pitilessly, 
even against his own daughter, Julia, 
who he had exiled to the island of 
Pandateria, and never spoke to again. 
Augustus was succeeded by his 
stepson, Tiberius, in 14 cE and achieved 
his aim of founding a new system of 
hereditary rule in Rome that would last 
in one form or another until the fall of 
the Byzantine Empire, in 1453, 
nearly 1,500 years later. 


Augustus remained popular 
for much of his reign due to his 
generosity toward his people. The 
government-issued grain supply, 
or cura annonae, flourished under 
his rule. In 23 BCE, he used his own 
funds to feed 250,000 citizens. 


Brittonic queen Boudicca earned her 
place in history by leading a revolt in 
c. 60 CE against the Roman legions who 
had invaded Britain 17 years prior. 


oudicca was the wife of Prasutagus, king of the 

Iceni (a Brittonic tribe), and ruled eastern England 
following the Roman invasion of Britain in 43 CE. 
Prasutagus had succeeded in maintaining his tribes' 
independence, but when he died ۱۱ 6 
Romans saw an opportunity to attack - they flogged 
Boudicca, raped her daughters, and seized her land. 

In retaliation, Boudicca led a revolt, with the support of 

other Brittonic tribes. She commanded an attack on the 
major Roman settlement of Camulodunum (Colchester), 
then sacked Londinium (London) and Verulamium 
(St. Albans) before the Romans could mount a response. 
Later that year, the Romans defeated Boudicca, and the 
uprising collapsed. She died in 61 CE, and Roman rule 
in Britain was never seriously challenged again.

Revered as the Prophet and founder of the Islamic faith, 
Muhammad was God's final messenger, sent to spread his word. 
After laying the foundations for an Islamic empire, Muhammad 
became its political, military, and spiritual leader. He successfully 
captured Mecca, which Muslims regard as Islam's holiest city.

Triumphant return to Mecca 

Within two years, war erupted between 
Mecca and Medina. Muhammad's army 
outmaneuvered the Meccan tribes, and 


- and preached the worship of the one true 


God, Allah—followers of this new religion, 


Islam, became known as Muslims. 


Islamic city-state 
Many tribal leaders saw Muhammad 
as a threat, as his message condemned 
their long-standing belief in polytheism 
(worshipping multiple gods) and idol 
worship. Hearing of a tribe's plot 


to assassinate him, in 622 CE 
(the start of the Islamic 
calendar), Muhammad 
and his followers left 


in 630 cE he successfully captured the 
city. Most of the population converted to 
Islam, and his position was unassailable. 
Muhammads life as a prophet lasted 
22 years. He preached his last sermon 
on Mount Arafat in March 632 cE and 
returned to Medina, where he died. 
On his death, the Islamic state 
he founded covered the 
entire Arabian Peninsula. 
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Mecca and traveled north to the city 
of Yathrib. Here Arab clans accepted 
Muhammad's status as prophet, and his 
Muslim community expanded. The city 
was renamed Medina (meaning “city 

of the Prophet”) and organized into a 
unified Islamic city-state—the world's 
first Islamic state. 

Muhammad drew up a constitution, 
which formed the basis of an Islamic 
political tradition. ۱۲ addressed the rights 
and duties of every group within the 
community, the rule of law, and the 
moral issue of war.

A formidable military leader, Charlemagne 
established a kingdom during the 8th century 
that covered much of modern-day Europe. 

He was an advocate for learning, and his reign 
heralded a golden age in education and the arts. 


Ben in 742 CE, Charlemagne was the eldest son of Pepin III, king 
of the Franks (Germanic-speaking people who invaded the Roman 
Empire in the 5th century ce). After jointly inheriting his father's 
kingdom, Francia, in 768 cE, he became sole ruler three years later 
following the death of his brother. A devout Christian, he set about 
spreading Christianity and expanding his kingdom. 


Campaign trail 

Charlemagne is believed to have carried out 30 military campaigns 

into surrounding territories during his reign. He prepared carefully for 
each one, gathering intelligence on a particular region before invading. 
One of his most successful was in 773-774 cE, in Lombard (now northern 
Italy). The king of Lombard, Desiderius, had invaded papal territory near 
Rome, and Pope Hadrian asked Charlemagne to intervene. 5 
decisive military action resulted in the Lombards retreating to Pavia, the 
Lombard capital, where the Franks laid siege for several months until 
Desiderius surrendered, securing Charlemagne a lasting papal alliance.

Europe grew, the Catholic church began 
to regard his support as vital due to rising 
tensions between the church and the 
Byzantine Empire. On Christmas Day

In 1187, he crushed the Christian crusaders 
at the Battle of Hattin and seized the city of 
Jerusalem, prompting the Third Crusade, in 
which the forces of Richard I (the Lionheart) 
of England and Philip ١١ of France fought to 
reclaim the Holy Land. After his defeat at 
the Battle of Jaffa in 1192, Saladin retreated 
to Jerusalem. Exhauted by fighting, he and 
Richard ۱ signed a truce—Richard | returned 
to England, leaving Jerusalem to Saladin.

Khan is one of the greatest conquerors in history. 
A military genius, he unified the tribes of the 
Mongolian grasslands, arguably creating the most 
brutal cavalry force that has ever existed and 
established the world's largest unbroken empire. 


ques (meaning blacksmith) Borjigin was born into a nomadic tribe 
in the eastern mountains of the central Asian steppe (a vast grassland 
region stretching across Mongolia, Manchuria, and North China). His father, 
Yesügei, the chief of the ruling Borjigin clan, was murdered by a rival group 
when his son was only nine years old. The clan refused to accept Temüjin as 
its chief and cast the family out, leaving them without protection.

As his mother's eldest surviving son, Temüjin took 

over as head of the family and quickly learned the 

resilience needed for its survival, while scraping 
an existence on foraged food. He gradually built 

a reputation as a courageous warrior: he escaped 

from a tribe that had captured him, and he also 

retrieved horses that had been stolen from a local 
family. Both incidents helped him gain the loyalty 
of everyone around him. 

Temüjin also recognized the importance of 
cultivating alliances. At the age of 16, he married 
Bórte, to whom he had been betrothed by his father. 

Temüjin then made gifts to his father's ally—Toghril, 
leader of the Keirut people—with Bórte's dowry money.

A lasting legacy 
Beyond the battlefields, Genghis Khan 
proved to be a great and fair ruler. 
He introduced a series of just laws— 
the Yassa code—throughout his empire. 
He encouraged trade, conducted regular 
censuses, and set up a communication 
network using a series of messengers 
who conveyed information across the 
empire. Moreover, he embraced the 
cultures of his conquered nations and - 
allowed some religious freedom within 
his empire, embracing Confucianism, . 
Buddhism, Nestorian Christianity, Islam, 
and his own religion: Tengrism. 

In 1227, Genghis Khan died while 
on a military campaign, possibly from 
a fever. In accordance with his wishes, 
his body was given a secret burial in the 
Mongolian steppe. According to legend, 
in order to preserve the secrecy of his 
burial, anyone who encountered the

in the region of Lorraine, France, during what became known as the 
Hundred Years' War (see p.61). At the age of 13, Joan began to hear voices, 
which she believed were saints sent from God. They told her that she 
was destined to go to the French King Charles VI‘ heir, the Dauphin, 
to help him defeat the English and make sure that he was rightfully 
anointed the king of France. In 1428, aged just 16, Joan made her first 
attempt to speak with the Dauphin via a local commander, but she was 
dismissed immediately. Later that year, after her village was attacked by 
English-supporting Burgundians, the voices started to tell Joan that she 
must save the French troops besieged by the English in Orléans. 


Joan's mission

traveling to his palace at Chinon through English-occupied territory 
disguised as a male soldier.

anak Dev Ji was born on April 14, 1469, in Talwandi (later named 

Nankana Sahib), a village near Lahore, now in the Pakistan Punjab. 
His birth date, marked by Vaishaki (New Year), is one of the most 
important events in the Sikh calendar. His family were Hindus, but 
fascinated by Muslims practicing their faith in his community, he 
studied both Islam and Hinduism. 

In his youth, Nanak rebelled against the religious dogma that dominated 
Indian society, where Hinduism classified people according to their 
profession, placing them in one of numerous castes and sub-castes. 
People could not marry across castes, or even eat certain foods prepared 
for them by someone of a lower caste. The only way to achieve a higher 
social status was to live a virtuous life and be rewarded after death by 
reincarnation into a different caste. Those outside the caste structure, 
at the very bottom of society, were known as "untouchables." 

Nanaks family were of a high caste, but at the age of 11, he refused the 
traditional janeu (sacred thread), which boys were expected to wear to 
indicate their caste. Aged 12, he married then aged 16 followed his father 
into accountancy and had a family. However, he gradually withdrew from 


Instead, he wanted to teach the world 
about a new democratic, spiritual 
existence in which there was a universal 
God above all religions, where men 
and women were equal, and adopted 
an ethic of honest work and a selfless 
devotion to helping those in need. 

From 1500 to 1524, Nanak spent his 
years writing, teaching, and spreading 
Sikhi (his doctrine meaning disciple). 

He covered an estimated 17,000 miles 
(28,000 km) on five different tours, known 
as Udasis, that took him across India and 
further afield to Sri Lanka, Tibet, Myanmar

Philosophy and final days 

Nanak shunned ritual and superstitious 
practices, which he saw as meaningless, 
believing that people are responsible 

for their own actions, and can only earn 
forgiveness by direct meditation with 
God. Outspoken on equality for women, 
he contradicted long-held Hindu traditions 
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time—Media, Babylonia, and Lydia—and 
brought most of the Middle East under 
Persian control. Yet Cyrus allowed local 
administrations to persist and accepted 
the cultures and religions of those he 
conquered. In doing so, he earned 
respect and loyalty and became known 
as the “Father” of his people. 


CONFUCIUS

The Chinese philosopher Confucius 
(Kongfuzi) set out a series of moral 

and ethical teachings that have greatly 
influenced Chinese culture to this day. 
He saw himself as the voice of an 
ancient moral tradition that promoted 
virtuous living, the respect of elders, and 
family loyalty and emphasized the 
importance of teachers and leaders as 
role models for society. His teachings 
are contained within the Analects—a 
collection of his thinking, compiled by 
his disciples, and which includes, most 
famously, the quote: “What you do not 
wish for yourself, do not do to others.”

The legendary first pharaoh of ancient 
Egypt, Menes is traditionally credited with 
uniting Upper and Lower Egypt to create 
a single peaceful and prosperous 
ingdom, and with establishing the First 
Dynasty. He is also typically ascribed as 
the founder of Memphis, the capital of 
ancient Egypt. However, due to a lack 
of archaeological evidence to 5 
existence as an individual, many scholars 
now believe that the name “Menes” is 
a title used for several early pharaohs, 
including King Narmer, and that their 
collective achievements have been 
attributed to this single identity. 


SARGON THE GREAT 
c.2334-2284 BCE 

In the 23rd century BCE, Sargon of 
Akkad was said to have risen from 
humble beginnings to become the 
founding ruler of the Akkadian Empire. 
One of the world's first empire builders, 
he seized the Sumerian (south Iraq) 
City-states and expanded his territory 
by conquering southern Mesopotamia, 
Syria, Anatolia, and Elam (part of 
modern-day Iran). As such, he created 
the worlds first thriving multinational 


Catholic, Isabella established the 
Inquisition, a judicial institution intended 
to identify heretics. Among her greatest 
achievements was the capture of 
Granada—completing the Christian 
reconquest of Spain—and her 
sponsorship of Christopher Columbus's 
voyage to the Americas, which led 

to the founding of the Spanish Empire. 


BABUR 
1483-1530 


A direct descendent of both Genghis 
Khan (pp.50-55) and Amir Timur (pp.56- 
57), Babur was the founding emperor of 
the Mughal Empire. Babur was born into 
the Turkish-influenced Barlas tribe, in 
central Asia. His first achievement, at 

15 years old, was to briefly reclaim the 
empire's capital of Samarkand. He 

seized Kabul in 1504 and then Delhi 

in 1526, winning control of northern 
India. He is considered one of the 
Mughal Dynasty's greatest emperors; 

in addition to his political and military 
achievements, he was also a gifted 
orator, poet, and writer. 


MARTIN LUTHER 
1483-1546 


The German theologian Martin Luther 
was a pivotal figure in the development 
of Christianity and civilization in Europe. 
Having been ordained in 1507, he 
became disillusioned by the corruption 
in the Roman Catholic Church and 
published several works rejecting its 
teachings. Luther was excommunicated, 
but his writings triggered the Protestant 
Reformation, resulting in the division 

of Western Christianity into different 
denominations. He also published a 
translation of the Bible’s New Testament 
in the German vernacular, which helped 
the development and spread of a 
standardized German language. 
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JUSTINIAN | 
c. 482-565 ce 


Flavius Justinius, also known as Justinian 
the Great, was emperor of the Byzantine 
Empire (the Eastern Roman Empire). 
During his 40-year reign, he fought the 
Persians in the Caucasus and retook 
orth Africa from the Vandals, and Italy 
and Sicily from the Goths. He also 
launched an empire-wide initiative 
to build forts, bridges, churches (notably 
the church of Hagia Sophia in 
Constantinople), monasteries, and 
reservoirs. His greatest achievement 
was the codification of all Roman laws; 
known as the Codex Justinianus, these 
legal reforms laid the foundations of 
Byzantine law for more than 900 years. 


SUNDIATA KEITA 
c.1217-1255 


Information about Sundiata Keita, the 
founder of the Mali Empire in western 
Africa, is sourced from oral history. Born 
into the Keita clan in the kingdom of 
Kangaba, Sundiata survived the 
massacre of his family and became head 
of his clan. The ruling Ghanaian Empire 
was in decline and Sundiata increased 
his power by invading other states. 
When he destroyed the capital of 
Ghana, the former empire crumbled, 
and Sundiata founded his own Mali 
Empire. He established Niani as his 
capital city, which became a center 

for trade in West Africa. 


ISABELLA | 
1451-1504 


Isabella | of Spain united two Spanish 
kingdoms by becoming Queen of Castile 
in 1474 and of Aragon in 1479; ruling 
both kingdoms with her husband, 
Ferdinand ۱۱ of Aragon. A staunch

He also turned the tradition of Buddhism 
into a state ideology and is largely 
responsible for its status as a world 
religion today. 


SPARTACUS 
c.111-71 BCE 


While little is known conclusively about 
the life of Spartacus, historical records 
agree that he was a famous former 
gladiator who led the most successful 
slave rebellion in ancient Roman history. 
Formerly from Thrace, a region 
northwest of Macedonia, Spartacus was 
enslaved by the Romans and was then 
trained as a gladiator in Capua. Along 
with 70 others, he escaped from a 
gladiatorial training camp and spent two 
years trying to avoid recapture while 
raiding towns for supplies. Spartacus 
proved himself a master military 
tactician, leading two successful 
victories over the Romans. 


ATTILA THE HUN 
406-453 ct 


One of the most feared and brilliant 
military leaders in history, Attila ruled 
the Huns, an ancient nomadic people, 
and headed an empire including other 
nomadic tribes. A charismatic leader 
and skilled horseman, Attila forged his 
Hunnic Empire in less than 10 years. 
He led his vast armies in a series of 
campaigns against the Eastern and 
Western Roman Empires, to conquer an 
area reaching from Central Asia to Gaul 
(modern-day France). He died on his 
wedding night, choking on his own 
nosebleed while in a drunk stupor. 
Within 15 years of his death, Attila's 
empire had crumbled.

Velázquez, now Governor of New Spain (Spain's colonies in North and Central 
America), was so impressed with Cortéss abilities that he appointed Cortés as his 
secretary; Cortés also served as mayor of Santiago, Cuba, and worked in Cuba's 
civil government, acquiring political power and influence in the thriving colony.

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Knowh in the West as “the Magnificent" and in the Muslim world 
as "the Lawgiver,” Sultan Suleiman | was the greatest ruler of the 
en, Empire; governing lands across Europe, Asia, and Africa. 
A patron of the arts who displayed religious tolerance, Suleiman 
was nonetheless merciless to his rivals, even to his own sons. 


orn in around 1494, Suleiman came from a line of Ottoman conquerors. 

His great-grandfather Mehmed ۱۱ had captured the great city of 
Constantinople from the Christians in 1453, and his father, Selim |, 
expanded the empire enormously, adding Egypt and the holy city of 
Mecca to the Ottoman domains in 1516-1517. 

Suleiman spoke several languages fluently and was an acclaimed poet, 

as well as a competent goldsmith. Under his rule, the Ottoman Empire 
enjoyed a golden age in culture and administration. He founded schools 


“and embellished his capital with magnificent mosques. Unlike former 


Ottoman Sultans, he allowed Christians and Jews to practice their faith. 
The sultan also issued a new legal code that would last for three centuries, 


which reformed taxation, education, land ownership, and criminal law. 


War and conquest 

Since Mehmed II's capture of Constantinople, Ottoman sultans had claimed 
imperial authority over all other rulers. Suleiman spent most of his reign 
at war with Christian Europe, asserting this claim to Ottoman dominance 
by expanding his territory and the scope of Islam. Starting with the conquests

In 1553, Suleiman had Mustafa executed, 


triggering a power struggle between 
Huúrrems sons Bayezid and Selim. 
Bayezid was also killed on his father's 
orders, leaving Selim as the sole heir. 
The last years of Suleimans life were 
darkened by failure in war. In 1565, his 
forces failed to drive the Knights of St. 
John out of their stronghold on Malta. 
The following year, while on campaign in 


Hungary, Suleiman died in his tent aged 72. 


of Belgrade (Serbia) and Rhodes (Greece) 
in 1521-1522 and most famously crushing 
the Hungarian forces at the Battle of 
Mohács in 1526, he led a great army that 
combined gunpowder weapons with the 
fighting skills of Asias nomadic horsemen. 
At sea, his vast naval fleet dominated the 
Mediterranean, and reached as far as 
Yemen, India, and Indonesia. 

In 1529, Suleiman unsuccessfully tried 
to capture Vienna, heart of the Habsburg- 
ruled Holy Roman Empire—a second 
attack on Austria in 1532 also failed. Over 
the next decade, he fought repeatedly 
with the Habsburgs when invading Hungary 
and Moldavia, while also waging war with 
the Safavid rulers of Persia. Suleiman 
eventually gained control of Baghdad and 
part of the Persian Gulf coast, while Persia 
remained under Safavid rule. 


Power struggles and death 
In contrast to his military and cultural 
successes, Suleiman's personal life was 
tumultuous. Ibrahim Pasha, his grand 
vizier (prime minister), had been a friend 
since his youth; but in 1536, Suleiman, 
fearful of his vizier's growing influence, 
ordered him to be executed. 

Mustafa, Suleiman' son by his wife 
Gülbehar, was deemed the most suited 
successor to the sultan by the 1550s.

Henry VIII was the first monarch 
in England to deny papal authority, instead 
claiming the divine right of kings. 


Hostile weather conditions played a decisive role 
in Elizabeth's defeat of the Spanish Armada in 1588. 
Their route of retreat blocked by English ships, 

the Spanish were forced to flee north, sail around 
Scotland, and then go south, past Ireland, where 
storms smashed their ships against the rocky coast. 


Elizabeth received proposals from many 
European leaders, including Philip II of 
Spain, but she rebuffed them all. 


Diplomatic prowess 

Politically, Elizabeth demonstrated 
shrewd understanding. In speeches to 
Parliament, she often used a "language 
of love” to appeal to her audience's 
sympathies and make the rulership of a 
female monarch seem more palatable. 
In military affairs, she also showed 
considerable strength. In 1588, in one 
of the most well known sagas in English 
history, Philip II of Spain launched an 
Armada of ships to invade England and 
topple Elizabeth. Its resounding failure, 
and her patriotic defiance, created a 
surge of support for Elizabeth's reign.

leyasu’s hard-line reforms to |

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western clans loyal to Toyotomi Hideyori. 
Victorious, leyasu was appointed shogun 
in 1603 and became sole ruler of Japan. 
His shogunate would be the last in 
Japanese history. 


The final shogunate 

leyasu passed the title of shogun on to his 
son just two years later but continued to 
run the country. He established peace and 
stability by banning Christian missionaries 
and restricting European trade with Japan, 
both of which he regarded with contempt 
as disruptive influences. 

In the winter of 1614-15, leyasu, 
perceiving those loyal to Hideyori as the 
last major threat to his hold on power, 
besieged Hideyori and his supporters 
in Osaka Castle. After two months, the 
castle fell, and leyasu had Hideyori 
and all of his surviving relatives killed. 
The next year, returning to his home 
at Sumpu, leyasu fell ill and died. Japan 
then remained at peace under the 
Tokugawa Dynasty’s rule for more 
than two and a half centuries. 
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TOYOTOMI HIDEYOSHI 
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Known as the “Napoleon of Japan,” Hideyoshi 
was born into a poor peasant family in 1536. 
* Along with leyasu, he was a captain of the Oda 
clan and later became a daimyo (warlord).

became Nobunaga's sandal bearer. Hideyoshi was ugly and uncultured, 
but his loyalty and abilities so impressed Nobunaga that he rose to be

Nobunaga died and was succeeded in 
1582 by one of his captains, Toyotomi 
Hideyoshi (see box). leyasu challenged 
his rule two years later but was defeated. 
In 1590, leyasu and Hideyoshi became 
cautious allies to fight the opposing 
Hojo clan. After their victory, Hideyoshi 
ordered leyasu to vacate his homelands 
and relocate to new provinces. While 
Hideyoshi led two failed invasions of 
Korea, leyasu began to consolidate his 
forces and administrative bases in his 
newfound provinces in Japan, centered 
around Edo (now Tokyo). 
When Hideyoshi died in 1598, his 
son, Toyotomi Hideyori, was too young 
to rule, so leyasu joined a council of 
regents that ruled in his name. 
Eventually, vying for control of 
Japan at the Battle of Sekigahara 
in 1600, leyasu led a coalition of 
eastern clans to defeat opposing

Yi Sun-sin, 1592 


Admiral Yi Sun-sin was the hero of Korea's resistance to 
Japanese invasions in the late 16th century. Seen as one of 
the best naval commanders in history, he continues to be 
revered by Korean people today. 


i was born in Seoul on April 28, 1545 but grew up in the 

town of Asan. His family were aristocrats of the Deoksu 
Yi clan, who were out of favor with the Korean royal court. 
This may account for Yi’ initial slow progress in his military 
career; he did not achieve junior officer rank until he was 32. 

Fighting attacks by Manchurian Jurchen horsemen, Yi 

distinguished himself with his intelligence and bravery but 
his lack of wealth or political influence meant he had little 
defense against the jealousy that was rife under the Korean 
monarchy. In the mid-1580s, he was falsely accused of 
desertion and reduced to the rank of a common soldier. 
However, his disgrace was brief—after holding a number of 
senior army positions, he was appointed to the command 
of a fleet in southwest Korea in 1591. 


Naval commander 

With Korea facing seaborne invasion by the Japanese, 

Yi analyzed the situation and made a tactical battle plan, 
despite having no prior naval training. Since the Japanese 
had more ships and soldiers than Korea, Yi predicted they 
would try to win by boarding and overpowering Korean 
vessels. Korea's advantage over Japan lay in its ability to

Despite having only 13 
warships, Yi defeated 133 Japanese ships 
in the Battle of Myeongnyang. 

The Japanese invasion was forced to 
retreat; Yi routed them at the Battle of 
Noryang, 1598, but was shot and killed. 
Upon his orders, his death was hidden 
until the battle was over, to protect morale. 
Yi was not mourned at court, but his 
achievements were recognized later, 
with shrines built in his honor. 


Admiral Yi relied on his knowledge of local 
tide currents and lured the Japanese fleet into 
a trap during the Battle of Myeongnyang in 
1597. The Japanese were first carried by strong 
tides into the firing line of his panokseon's 
cannons and then swept away in disarray. 
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One of the longest-serving European monarchs, and the most 
powerful of the French kings, Louis XIV came to the throne aged 
four and reigned for 72 years and 110 days. Known as the Sun 
King, Louis saw himself as the embodiment of state. His court 
was a centre of luxury and his reign was marked by costly wars.

Legacy of the Sun King 

Louis's reign enabled a golden age of the 
arts in France, brought industry under 
state control and boosted trade, and 
established France as the leading power 
in Europe. Yet the final years of his rule 
were also clouded by bereavement, 
military defeat, and a country-wide 
collapse in the French economy. 
By the end of his reign, Louis had 
created a pattern of absolute rule 
that would endure in France 
until the revolution (see 
p.108-09) in 1789.

flogged. Aged 18, Frederick tried to flee to Britain with a friend, but his 
father had him arrested and forced him to witness his friend's execution. 
After ascending the throne in 1740, Frederick introduced significant 


administrative reforms, built palaces, and was a patron of art and literature, 


but he devoted most of his energy to expanding his territory. 


Military prowess 
Within weeks of his succession, Frederick invaded Silesia (central Europe), 
triggering two wars with Austria (1740-1742; 1744-1745). In 1756, his 
troops then overran Saxony (north Germany), resulting in the Seven 
Years' War. When allied with Britain, he battled against the combined 
forces of Austria, Russia, and France, retaining Silesia in the process. 
Frederick earnt widespread admiration for his set-piece (planned) 
battles, in which he often personally led his troops to victory. However, 
he also suffered serious defeats, notably at Kunersdorf in 1759. — 
Away from the battlefield, Frederick transformed Prussia, improving 


1 its agriculture and industry and promoting education and the arts. 


In old age, he grew nae solitary and died in 1786. 
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A soldier and statesman, George Washington is 


regarded as the “Father of America.” He commanded 


the Continental Army during the American War 


of Independence and became the first US president.

eorge Washington was born in Virginia on February 22, 1732 toa 

wealthy landed family descended from English colonists. At the time, 
Virginia was one of the 13 colonies in North America ruled by the British 
Empire. When Washington was three years old, the family moved to a 
2,500-acre plantation named Epsewasson, later renamed Mount Vernon 
by his brother. Washington inherited the plantation, and in 1759, he 
married Martha Custis, a widowed plantation owner with two children. 

Washington‘ father died when George was only 11, and he was kept 

at home instead of following his brothers to school in Britain. He studied 
mathematics and began a career as a surveyor at the age of 16. His older 
brother Lawrence served in the Virginian militia, and after his death in 
1752 the 20-year-old Washington decided to join the army. 


Successful military career 

Washington rose quickly through the ranks and, by February 1753, 

had been promoted to major, aged 21. He then became British military 
ambassador to the French officials, who were seeking to colonize what 
would become Ohio. By 1754, he was lieutenant colonel in the Virginia 
Regiment. The British and French fought over their American colonies 
in what became the French and Indian War (1754-1763), the North 
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This movement led to the American 
Revolution (see box) and, in 1776, to 
the Declaration of Independence. 


Leading a revolution 
Determined to serve, Washington 
was unanimously elected leader of the 
military campaign for independence. 
In the initial battles, his troops scrutinized 
his leadership and doubted his abilities, 
but, in 1776, he rallied them with a 
speech that changed their minds— 
"your country is at stake, your wives, 
your houses, and all that you hold 
dear"—and led his men to a decisive 
victory at the Battle of Princeton. 
Washington showed ingenuity and 
bravery. His troops were inoculated 
against smallpox, and he enlisted a 
network of spies who supplied intelligence 
on British troops. He stood with his men 


American setting for the 
global Seven Years' War 
(1756-1763). Washington 
volunteered to fight with 
the British against the 
French. After success in 
the first battle, he was welcomed 
home and hailed as a hero by his 
fellow Virginians. A second battle, 
however, ended with Washington's 
only military surrender. 

Meanwhile, many in the American 
colonies wanted independence from 
the British Empire that governed them. 
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THE AMERICAN REVOLUTIO 
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In 1765, colonists started to campaign for self-governance. After 
generations of being governed from overseas, they had grown tired 
of paying high taxes and prices to the British Empire. The American 
War of Independence against the British began in 1775.

the need for a strong federal government 
but knew he could not govern effectively 
by himself, so he recruited trusted 
advisers. He traveled to each state 

to learn about the peoples lives and to 
understand how to govern them. He also 
worked with Alexander Hamilton, a fellow 
Founding Father, and formulated how the 
government would function. Power was 
spread as evenly as possible between the 
people, states, the nation, and Congress 
(the national legislative body). 

Factions within the fledging government 
urged the reluctant Washington to stand 
for a second term, and he was reelected 
along with his Vice President John 
Adams on February 13, 1793. Slavery 
remained an issue throughout his 
presidencies, and he often spoke 
about a desire to end it. 

Washington retired in 1797 and 
returned to his beloved Mount Vernon. 
He firmly refused all requests to return to 
government. He died on December 14, 
1799, and was buried on his plantation.

Birth of a country 

In 1783, the US was born. However, the 
newly independent states struggled to 
govern themselves.

drew up a constitution and he was 
unanimously elected as the first US 
president in February 1789. 


Washington's legacy 

As president, Washington demonstrated 
humility. He refused grandiose titles that 
the delegates wanted to attach to the 
office and insisted on being referred to 
as simply “Mr. President.” He recognized

As head of state, Napoleon rewrote 
the French Constitution to include the 
Napoleonic Code, which forbade privilege 
based on class, allowed religious freedom, 
and stated that government jobs must be 
given to the best-qualified people. 


The Napoleonic Wars 

Napoleon spent almost all of his years 

in power at war with other European 
countries and coalitions. By 1806 he 

had integrated what is now Belgium, the 
Netherlands, northern Italy, and western 
Germany under his rule. The one nation 
he failed to overcome was the UK, which, 
along with its allies, defeated him in 1805 
at the Battle of Trafalgar. In retaliation, 

he attempted to cripple the UK's 


crush royalist uprisings. In the same year 
he returned to the mainland, Napoleon 
was promoted to brigadier general aged 
24. He survived the government's downfall 
in 1794, and its political successors, the 
Directory, gave him command of the Army 
of Italy (an army stationed at the French- 
Italian border) in 1796. Napoleon led his 
forces to spectacular victories over Austria 
and Piedmont (northern Italy) and defeated 
the Papal Army, which made him a 
French hero. In 1798, he invaded Egypt 
to further French interests in the Middle 
East, and established trade links with 
India to compete with those of Britain. 


Reshaping France 

Napoleon was inspired by a sense of 
destiny, and he desired supreme power. 
In 1799, he overthrew the Directory in 
a coup and set up a new government, 
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“You write to me that 
it is impossible. That 


word is not French."

During the French Revolution, her first husband, 

Alexandre de Beauharnais, was guillotined, and she was imprisoned for 
three months because of her aristocratic connections. Released in 1794, 
she met Napoleon a year later. Josephine was six years older than him. 
They had a passionate affair—many love letters were exchanged—and then 
a civil marriage. However, his family disapproved of her as she was an 
older woman who already had children. The marriage was finally annulled 
in 1810, since the couple were unable to have children of their own.

The end of the empire 

Napoleon's campaigns against Prussia, 
Austria, and Russia ended in defeat in 
1813. Forced to abdicate in 1814, he was 
exiled to the Mediterranean island of 
Elba but escaped a year later. After 
returning to France, he was defeated 
once more by a coalition of forces 

at the Battle of Waterloo in 1815. 
Napoleon was then imprisoned 

on the Atlantic island of 

St. Helena, where 
he died in 1821.

GUSTAVUS ADOLPHUS 
1594-1632

end and blocked Russia's attempt to 
gain influence in the Baltic Sea. He also 
introduced governmental reforms that 
centralized Sweden's administration, 
established Stockholm as its capital 
city, and boosted the economy. His 
brilliant military tactics led Sweden to 
victory in many conflicts, including the 
Thirty Years' War, and played a crucial 
role in maintaining the balance of 
power in Europe. 


OLIVER CROMWELL 
1599-1658 


The chief architect behind the English 
Civil War and the execution of Charles I, 
Oliver Cromwell remains one of the 
most divisive figures in British history. 
Cromwell was a Puritan who opposed 
the king on religious grounds and 
demanded power for parliament then 
led the Parliamentarians into battle 
against the Royalists.

against Spanish rule. He restructured 
the Dutch Army, improving provisions 
and pay, and trained a united force that 
drove the Spaniards from the northern 
provinces and also consolidated the 
republic’s borders, although the south 
remained under Spanish control. He 

is considered a pioneer of modern 
warfare and a great general of his time. 


SHAH JAHAN 
1592-1666 


The fifth Mughal emperor, Shah Jahan, 
was a Skilled military commander who 
expanded the Mughal Empire. Highly 
educated, he was a Muslim leader who 
showed tolerance toward his Hindu 


CATHERINE DE’ MEDICI 
1519-1589 


This Italian-born noblewoman was 
queen consort to Henry Il of France 


and mother of three more French kings. 


Following Henry's death, she became 
the power behind the throne for her 
son Francis Il until he died then ruled 
as regent for the young Charles IX; and 
on Charles's death, she then became 
adviser to her next son, Henry Ill. 

Her sons' reigns spanned the French 
Wars of Religion between the Roman 


Catholics and the Protestant Huguenots, 


during which Catherine ran the 
monarchy and the state. She is also 
remembered as a patron of the arts, 
which she used to help maintain the 
monarchy's power. 


IVAN THE TERRIBLE 
1530-1584 


Ivan IV of Russia, or “Ivan the Terrible,” 


was grand prince of Moscow until 1547, 


when he became the first ruler to be 
crowned czar of all Russians. His army 
captured several Khanates around the 
Black Sea and conquered Siberia, thus 
transforming Russia into an empire. He 
established a centralized government 
with a new legal code. A patron of the 


CATHERINE THE GREAT 
1729-1796 


German-born Catherine ll usurped her 
husband from the throne to assume 
control of the Russian Empire. She 
greatly expanded Russian territory, 
annexing Crimea and Poland. She also 
tried to modernize the government's 
values and to reform serfdom, but with 
only limited success. An intelligent ruler, 
Catherine promoted Russian culture, 
invested in building new towns, and 
boosted trade. She also founded 
schools and established St. Petersburg 
as a center of culture. Her reign, 
spanning three decades, was heralded 
as a golden age for Russia. 


HORATIO NELSON 
1758-1805 


A British naval commander, Admiral 
Nelson was the master tactician and 
strategist behind several key naval 
victories during the Napoleonic Wars. 
Renowned for his innovative methods, 
his care for his men, and his bravery, 
Nelson saw action in the Indian Ocean 
and against the American colonists in 
the Caribbean. He achieved his greatest 
victories, however, in his destruction of 
Napoleon's fleet at the Nile, thwarting 
the French invasion of Egypt, and his 
victory over the French and Spanish 
fleets at Trafalgar, which saved Britain 
from invasion. His death at the Battle of 
Trafalgar has cemented Nelson as one 
of Britain's great national heroes. 


KING KAMEHAMEHA 
1758-1819 


Hawaiian ruler Kamehameha, founder 
of the Kamehameha Dynasty, captured 
the throne from his cousin, Kiwala'o. 
He then conquered all but two of the 
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His reforms were based on the 
principles of the Enlightenment and 
Westernized Russian society. He also 
moved Russia's capital to St. Petersburg, 
and dubbed it a “window to Europe.” 


NADER SHAH 
1688-1747 


From lowly beginnings as a bandit in 
the Turkish Afshah tribe, Nader Shah 
rose in power to found the Afsharid 
Dynasty, which ruled Iran for 60 years. 
Having provided military support to 
the Safavid shahs of Iran, Nader then 
seized power from them and 
proclaimed himself ruler of Iran in 
1736. A skilled military leader, he 
created a vast empire stretching from 
the Caucasus to the Indus Valley and the 
shores of Arabia. While he was one of 
the most powerful Iranian rulers of all 
time, Nader was cruel and tyrannical 
and was eventually assassinated by his 
own people. 


MARIE ANTOINETTE 
1755-1793 


The last queen of France before the 
French Revolution, Austrian-born 
Marie Antoinette headed the Crown's 
resistance against the revolutionaries. 
Her daring styles dictated the dress code 
for French society and made her the 
most fashionable woman in Europe. 
Yet her extravagance at a time when 
France's economy was failing and its 
people starving brought her public 
condemnation. In 1789, the Revolution 
began in Paris, Marie Antoinette 
attempted to crush it with foreign 
mercenaries, and Parisians fought back 
and stormed the Bastille, marking the 
end of an oppressive regime. Marie 
Antoinette attended her execution 

in another new outfit-her audacity 
symbolizing her betrayal of the people.

JOHN CHURCHILL 
1650-1722 


The first Duke of Marlborough, and 

an ancestor of Sir Winston Churchill 
(pp.196-201), General John Churchill 
was a statesman as well as a soldier. A 
commander-in-chief under the Catholic 
King James II, he switched allegiance to 
the Protestant William ۱۱۱ and became 
leader of the Allied Armies in the War 

of the Spanish Succession. Marlborough 
led the British Army to victory against 
Louis XIV of France, thwarting French 
dominance in Europe and establishing 
Britain as a leading power. His various 
military victories were unprecedented; 
until the rise of Napoleon, he was the 
foremost soldier in Europe. 


PETER THE GREAT 
1672-1725 


Peter | is remembered for his sweeping 
reforms, which turned Russia into a 
major European power. In addition to 
expanding the czardoms territory to 
the Crimea, Peter modernized the 
government, strengthened the navy, 
ncouraged the development of 
cience, technology, and commerce, 
nd founded Russia's first newspaper. 
o gain political and practical 
nowledge, he also toured Western 
urope, even working as a shipbuilder 
in the British Navy's Royal Dockyard. 
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during three wars. In recognition of 
his exemplary record and military 
success, he was promoted to lieutenant 
general in 1855. At the outbreak of the 
US Civil War, Scott was military adviser 
to Abraham Lincoln, proposing one of 
the battle plans used by the Union to 
defeat the Confederate Army. He also 
stood for election as US president in 
1852; although he lost, he remained 

a popular figure. 


SAM HOUSTON 
1793-1863 


Leader of the US settlers in Texas, 
which was then a Mexican territory, 
Sam Houston commanded the Texan 
Army in a stunning victory over the 
Mexican government, securing Texan 
independence. He became the first 
president of the Republic of Texas and 
oversaw Texas's unification with the 
United States. A controversial figure, he 
had a strong rapport with the Cherokee 
people and was against the expansion 
of slavery. In the American Civil War, 
he refused to support the Confederacy 
and the secession of Texas from the 
Union and was deposed. 


NAT TURNER 
1800-1831 


A fiercely defiant slave from Virginia, 
Nat Turner led around 75 slaves in 

a rebellion against white plantation 
owners in 1831. In just two days, the 
rebels slaughtered 60 white people, 
including children, while plundering 
weapons and horses. The uprising was 
crushed by militia, and up to 200 slaves 
were killed. As a result of the rebellion, 
laws against slaves were toughened, 
and the emancipation movement in 
the region was abandoned. Turner was 
criticized for his violent methods yet 
became a symbol of black resistance. 
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ARTHUR WELLESLEY 
1769-1852 


The man who became the first Duke of 
Wellington was born Arthur Wellesley, 
an Irish aristocrat. Joining the army in 
1787, he rose quickly through the ranks, 
seeing action in Flanders and India. He 
became a commanding officer during 
the Napoleonic Wars; with unsurpassed 
leadership skills, he achieved a series of 
victories before he defeated Napoleon 
at the Battle of Waterloo in 1815. 
Having already entered Parliament in 
1806, Wellesley was elected twice as 
prime minister. As a politician, he was 
unpopular and divisive, yet he has a 
lasting legacy as the hero of Waterloo. 


JUANA AZURDUY DE PADILLA 
1780-1862 


Female freedom fighter Juana Azurduy 
de Padilla was a leading figure in the 
early 19th century battle for South 
American independence from Spanish 
rule. A guerrilla leader in the Bolivian 
War of Independence, she fought in 23 
battles between 1811 and 1817, even 
during pregnancy, disguising herself in 
male uniform and commanding armies 
of up to 6,000 men. Her crowning 
achievement in driving the Spanish 
from modern-day Bolivia was largely 
forgotten during her lifetime, and she 
died in obscurity and poverty. More 
recently, however, her contribution 
has been recognized, and she is nowa 
national hero of Bolivia and Argentina. 


WINFIELD SCOTT 
1786-1866 


. One of the most eminent American 


military figures of the 19th century, 
Winfield Scott spent 53 years in active 
service and held the rank of general 


Hawaiian Islands, the final two ceding 
to him after peaceful negotiations, to 
become the uncontested ruler of all 
the Hawaiian Islands.

British politician William Wilberforce 
won renown as a tireless campaigner 
for the abolition of the slave trade in 
the British colonies. He became an 
evangelical Christian in 1785, which 
stoked his desire to improve society. 
He lobbied parliament and raised 
awareness of African people's human 
rights until the slave trade was 
abolished in 1807; he then campaigned 
for full emancipation. In 1833, the 
Slavery Abolition Act was passed, 
ending slavery in the British Empire; 
Wilberforce died just three days later. 


TECUMSEH 
1768-1813 


Chief Tecumseh of the North American, 
indigenous Shawnee tribe was the 
leader of a resistance movement that 
campaigned against the settlement of 
white Americans in Ohio in the early 
1800s. A gifted speaker, Tecumseh 
united many tribes in a confederacy

With the 
support of the king's chief 
minister, Camillo Cavour, Garibaldi 
invaded Sicily in 1860. Against vastly 
superior numbers, he seized control 
from the Bourbons then crossed 

to mainland Italy, occupying 

Naples by September. Bourbon 
troops tried to block any further 
advance northward but were 
defeated by the king's army at 

the Volturno river. Accepting 
royal authority, Garibaldi 
handed over his southern 
conquests, and Emmanuel 
became king of Italy in 1861. 


Final years 

Garibaldi's fame had 

spread far internationally. 

He was widely regarded 

as an inspiring and 

honorable leader. Visiting Britain in 
1864, he received a hero's welcome. 
Although he was an elected member 
of the Italian parliament, in his later 
years Garibaldi continued to live simply 
on his island in Italy, rarely involving 
himself in politic. Confined to his bed by 
arthritis, he died in 1882.

driven out the city's Austrian rulers. 
When the tide of war in northern Italy 
turned decisively in favor of the Austrian 
Empire, and against the nationalists, 
Garibaldi and his forces headed south 
to Rome in spring 1849. On his arrival, 
the Pope, threatened by liberal forces, 
fled the city, and a Roman Republic was 
declared. France sent an army to restore 
papal authority—and, although Garibaldi 
led a spirited defense of the city, after 
two months, the Republic was forced 
to surrender and Garibaldi to retreat. 
Garibaldi fled to South America again 
in 1854, before settling on the Italian 
island of Caprera in 1855, working as a 
farmer and fisherman. Living this simple 
life enhanced his image as a man of 
the people. Seeing the usefulness of 
Garibaldi's popularity, in April 1859 
the Sardinian king Victor Emmanuel II 
invited Garibaldi to command a force 
of volunteer troops fighting Austria for 
control of northern Italy in the Second 
Italian War of Independence:

Born into slavery, human rights activist Sojourner Truth became 
one of the most influential African American women of the 
19th century. Famed for her heartfelt and impromptu speeches, 
she actively campaigned for many causes, including prison 
reform, property rights for all, and universal suffrage. 


sabella (Belle) Baumfree was born into slavery in 1797 in Swartekill, a 

Dutch settlement in New York State. Aged 13, she was sold to her fourth 
owner, Henry Dumont, in 1810, who allowed her to marry a slave known 
as Thomas, and they had five children. 

In 1826, Dumont reneged on a promise to grant Belle her freedom, 
and although it meant leaving her family behind, she fled with her baby 
daughter Sophia, and was granted emancipation in 1827. While in the care 
of an abolitionist family, the Van Wageners, Belle learned that Dumont had 
illegally sold her 5-year-old son Peter. With the family's help, she took legal 
action to recover Peter, and she won back custody of him in 1828. 

Belle moved to New York City, where, after claiming to have heard divine 
voices, she renamed herself Sojourner Truth on June 1, 1843. She left her 
job as a housekeeper, and over the coming years, she spoke to hundreds 
of audiences across the country, campaigning for the abolition of slavery 
and for womens rights. During the US Civil War (1861-1865), Truth helped 
to support African American troops and sought to improve conditions for 
freed slaves. She continued speaking and campaigning well into old age.

Lincoln's call for the 
abolition of slavery in 
1863 almost caused the 
US to permanently split in 
two. The southern states 
that supported slavery 
seceded from the north 
and were independently 
governed for four years 
until their defeat in the 
American Civil War. 


Lincoln's belief that slavery was wrong 
was cultivated at an early age as his 
family regularly attended antislavery 
Baptist churches. He was convinced 
that his ability to rise from humble 
beginnings to the White House showed 
that a free man could make anything 
of himself and that slavery denied an 
individual the chance to better himself. 
It was the issue of slavery in the Kansas- 
Nebraska Act of 1854 that brought him

Outbreak of war 

As president, Lincoln delivered a carefully 
prepared inaugural address on March 4, 
1861, which was aimed at stopping 


principles of war. In 1862, he issued the 
Emancipation Proclamation, which came 
into effect on January 1, 1863, declaring 
all slaves in Confederate states free. His 
Gettysburg Address in November that 
year redefined the Civil War as not only 
a struggle to preserve the Union but also 
as a moral battle against slavery. 

In March 1864, Lincoln appointed 
General Ulysses S. Grant commander 
of the Union Army. A man with an 
implacable will to match Lincoln's own, 
Grant led the Union Army to victory. 


Lincoln's final months 
Abraham Lincoln stood for reelection in 
1864, but the high number of casualties 
from the war threatened his success. 
However, with the Union forces capture of 
Atlanta, Georgia, and, in September, with 
the support of a coalition of Republicans 
and War Democrats, Lincoln won the 
election with an even greater majority. 
The Civil War ended a few months 
later, following General Lee's surrender 
on April 9, 1865, but Lincoln never 
saw America reunited. On April 14, 1865, 
he was assassinated at Ford's Theatre in 
Washington, D.C., by John Wilkes Booth, 
a Confederate sympathizer.

An abolitionist, a fighter for educational reform, 
and a tireless women's rights campaigner, Susan 
Brownell Anthony's pioneering activism was pa 
central to securing the vote for women in the US. 


Bo" into a family of politically active Quakers in Massachusetts, 
in 1845 Anthony s family moved to a farm in Rochester, New York, 
which became a regular meeting place for antislavery activists. 

After several years teaching, Anthony returned to her 
family home in 1848 and threw herself into political 
reform. When denied the right to speak at a 
temperance rally, she set up The Women's 
New York State Temperance Society. 

In 1851, Anthony was introduced to fellow 
reformer Elizabeth Cady Stanton, and together 
they campaigned on many issues. Anthony 
joined the Womens Rights Movement in 1852 
and, in 1856, became a principal organizer 
for the American Anti-Slavery Society. Her 
ceaseless work paved the way for the 19th 
Amendment to the US Constitution of 1920, 
which gave the right to vote to all American 
women over the age of 21. It became known 
as the Susan B. Anthony Amendment.

tto Eduard Leopold, Prince of Bismarck and Duke of Lauenburg, 
was born into an aristocratic “Junker” family in Sch6nhausen, in the 
Prussian state of Saxony, on April 1, 1815. Junkers were the land-owning 
elite, who owned large estates near the major towns and cities of Prussia. 
After studying law at the University of Göttingen, Bismarck entered 
the Prussian civil service, and he spent some time in the army as an officer 
in the reserves. Following the death of his mother in 1839, he returned to 
the family estates to help his father, where he remained for several years. 


The path to power 

Bismarck began his political career in 1847 in the newly-formed Prussian 
legislature. Two years later, he was elected to the Prussian Chamber of 
Deputies and moved to Berlin, where he became known as an ultra- 
conservative, reactionary politician. He firmly believed in the monarch's 
divine right to rule and that the established social and political order 
should be defended, but he opposed the liberal revolution that was

The new nation 
With his country united, Bismarck now 
sought peace, not further territory, and 
strove to build cordial relationships 
with other European powers. The one 
exception was France, which he isolated 
for demanding the return of territories 
seized during the Franco-Prussian War. 
In Germany, Bismarck promoted 
industry, introduced health insurance 
and pensions, and improved the rights 
for workers. However, ever the 
conservative, when the liberal Wilhelm II 
succeeded the throne in 1888, the two 
men clashed. After the 1890 elections, 
Bismarck resigned, aged 75, feeling he 
had lost his country to enemies of the 
empire. He retired to his estate, where 
he spent his final years. 


In the early 19th century, the 
region that is now Germany was 
ruled by a loose confederation of 
states, with Prussia being by far 
the largest. Bismarck unified 
these states into one empire. 


sweeping through Europe at the time. 
To Bismarck’s mind, the aims of the 
liberal revolution were the preserve 

of the educated and propertied middle 
class, motivated by their self-interest, 
and were not shared by the majority 
of Prussians, who were peasants and 
artisans loyal to the monarchy. 

In 1851, the Prussian king, Frederick 
Wilhelm IV, appointed Bismarck as the 
state's representative to the Federal Diet 
(Assembly) in Frankfurt. Bismarck then 
served as Prussian ambassador to both 
Russia and France, coming to know the 
details of French, British, Russian, and 
Austrian foreign policy. 


Road to unification 

Under Fredericks successor, Wilhelm | 
(see box), Bismarck was made prime 
minister in 1862. However, following his 
time in Frankfurt, his views on nationalism 
had broadened, and he now aspired to 
unite the German states into a single 
empire, albeit with Prussia at its core. 

In 1864, Bismarck sent the Prussian 
army to annex the provinces of Schleswig 
and Holstein from Denmark. He then 
provoked Austria and its allies into a war 
in 1866, winning further territory, which

Born in Scotland in 1835, Carnegie emigrated 
to Pittsburgh at the age of 13. There, he 

+ started Carnegie Steel in 1892, replacing 

| wooden bridges with iron ones. He amassed 
a fortune of $250 million, most of which he 
gave away, building more than 2,500 public 
libraries, Carnegie-Mellon University in 
Pittsburgh, and Carnegie Hall in New York. 
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Rockefeller's monopolization of the 
US oil industry earned him unrivaled 
wealth. However, he never lost his 
sense of Christian duty and donated 
substantial amounts of money to 
charity throughout his life. 


lucrative. His refineries were 
economically efficient—they sold the 
by-products of their oil such as petroleum 
jelly and tar, unlike his competitors, who 
discarded 40 percent of the oil product. 
Rockefeller's company soon prospered 
and he began persuading other oil- 
refining companies to either merge with 
his company or to allow themselves to 
be bought out. This led to the creation of 
a single entity, the Standard Oil Company, 
in 1870. The company went on acquiring 
competitors until it controlled around 
90 percent of oil refineries in the US. 
Rockefeller drove competitors out of 
business by undercutting them until 
they were forced to sell up. 

Standard Oil became the first monopoly 
in modern business history. ما‎ the face 
of growing public concern about the 
conglomerate's economic power, the 
US Supreme Court brought an action 
against it in 1911 under the 1890 
Sherman Antitrust Act, breaking the 
Standard Oil into 38 smaller companies. 


Philanthropic work 

Rockefeller was not only a ruthless 
businessman but also a philanthropist. 
Between 1890 and 1916, he founded the 
University of Chicago, the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, and 
the schools of public health at Johns 
Hopkins and Harvard Universities. 
He is best known, however, for 
establishing the Rockefeller 
Foundation in 1913. The 
foundation developed 
a cure for yellow 
fever in 1937, the 
year he died, and 
continues to fund 
improvements in health and 
education and to raise living standards 
in the US and overseas to this day.

escended from a long line of Parsi Zoroastrian priests in Gujarat, India, 
Jamsetji Tata initially worked with his father, who had broken from 
family tradition by starting a business in Bombay (now Mumbai), trading in 
goods including cotton, opium, and tea. Having joined his father’s business 
straight from school, after nine years working for him he launched his own 
company in 1868, trading in cotton, pearls, and opium. Tata traveled to 
Britain, and while there he saw huge potential in textiles, which Britain 
dominated at the time. For the next 12 years, he successfully 
embarked upon cotton manufacturing. In 1880, Tata set his sights 
on building a world-class steel plant, a hydroelectric plant, 
and an institute for scientific education and research in 
India, but by the time of his death in 1904, these 
plans had yet to come to fruition. However, Tata 
had created the basis for what his successors 
would develop into the Tata group, a global 
enterprise headquartered in India, with over 
100 companies across six continents. 


Tata created plans for the Taj Mahal 
Palace hotel in 1898, and it opened 
its doors to guests in 1903. The hotel 
is an architectural marvel and has 
550 extravagant rooms and suites.

At a time when women were expected to lead quiet 
lives, Emmeline Pankhurst was a social and political 
agitator who fought tirelessly for equal rights. Today 
her name is synonymous with women's suffrage—the 
fight for women to gain the vote. 


orn in Manchester, UK, on July 15, 1858, from an early age Emmeline 

Goulden was deeply interested in politics and womens rights. She first 
attended a womens suffrage meeting at the age of 14 with her mother, who 
came from the Isle of Man, which went on to become the first parliamentary 
body in the UK to grant women the right to vote in a general election. In 1879, 
Emmeline married barrister Richard Pankhurst. A supporter of womens rights, 
he had authored a bill that was passed into law as the Married Womens Property 
Act of 1870, granting married women control over their property and earnings. 

In 1889, Emmeline Pankhurst founded the Womens Franchise League, which 

fought for women to be allowed to vote in local elections. Then in 1903, she set 
up the Womens Social and Political Union (WSPU) with her daughter Christabel 
to gain the vote for women in national elections. 


The growth of the WSPU 

At first, the WSPU, which was based in 
London, held meetings and rallies, and 
gave out pamphlets in the street. Over 
time, however, many of its members 
became disillusioned at the lack of 
results yielded by a peaceful approach 

to women’s equality. Pankhurst began to 
advocate more aggressive strategies, 
which her children also adopted.

abrielle Bonheur "Coco" Chanel was born in Saumur, France, in August 

1883, although she often claimed that her birth year was 1893. When 
her mother died, her father left Chanel in an orphanage, where she learned 
to sew. As a young adult, these skills enabled her to find work as a seamstress 
in a small shop. At night, she sang cabaret in bars; her nickname "Coco" came 
from her two most popular numbers—"Ko Ko Ri Ko,” and "Qui qua vu Coco.” 

Chanel became a milliner in 1910, and, with the help of one of her rich lovers, 

Captain Arthur Capel, she opened Chanel Modes, a hat boutique, in Deauville 
(Normandy) three years later. She soon began to design clothing and accessories

ALFRED THAYER MAHAN

From the fairy-tale castle of 
Neuschwanstein to a winter roof 
garden and grand palaces, Ludwig's 
architectural projects were opulent and 
varied.

JOHN ALEXANDER 


MACDONALD 
1815-1891 


Born in Scotland, John MacDonald 
emigrated to Canada as a child and was 
elected the Dominion of Canada’s first 
prime minister in 1867. During his 19 
years in office, MacDonald contributed 
greatly to the development of the 
country; his greatest achievements 
included the expansion of the Dominion 
to include British Columbia, Prince 
Edward Island, and Manitoba and the 
completion of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. He received a knighthood 

for services to the British Empire. 


QUEEN VICTORIA 
1819-1901 


The longest-reigning monarch of her 
time, Queen Victoria ruled the United 
Kingdom during one of the most 
expansive, prosperous, and progressive 
periods in its history. Her 64-year reign 
saw major developments in industry, 
science, and the arts, as well liberal 
political and social reform. Her name 
also became synonymous with the 
British Empire. Under her leadership,

JANE ADDAMS

A social reformer and peace activist in 
the late 19th and early 20th centuries, 
Jane Addams was the first American 
woman to be awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize. She campaigned for women's 
rights and in 1889 founded North 
America's first social settlement, which 
provided care and amenities to poor 
communities, in particular women and 
children. Her settlements became a 
model for the social work profession in 
the US. Addams held several key roles 
during her career, including first female 
president of the National Conference 
of Social Work and chairman of the 
International Congress of Women. 


GIULIO DOUHET 
1869-1930 


Italian military aviation strategist 
General Giulio Douhet was an early 
and influential advocate of aerial 
campaigns, in a farsighted vision of 
modern warfare. He commanded Italy's 
first aviation unit and later became 
head of aviation. In his famous 1921 
work Il dominio dell'aria ("The 
command of the air”), he advocated the 
strategic use of air power and in 
particular aerial bombings. Although 
some of his predictions proved false 
and were considered optimistic by his 
peers, many of his theories and tactics 
became accepted military techniques, 
employed across the world. 
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EMPEROR MEIJI 
1852-1912 


The 122nd emperor of Japan oversaw 

a period of rapid and unprecedented 
progress, during which he transformed |

Provisional Government took his place. 
However, Lenin and the Petrograd Soviet 
of Workers' and Soldiers' Deputies— 

a growing city council with Bolshevik 
members—regarded the Provisional 
Government as incompetent and not 
truly representative of the people. 

In April, Russia's enemy, Germany, 
facilitated Lenin’s return to Russia, 
where he encouraged demonstrations. 
As a result, many Bolshevik leaders were 
arrested, and Lenin fled to Finland. In 
August 1917, the pro-czarist General 
Lavr Kornilov led a revolt against the 
Provisional Government, who turned 
to the popular Bolsheviks for support.

By 1933, the Nazis had gained such 
popularity that President Hindenburg 
appointed Hitler chancellor. When a 
fire broke out in the Reichstag (the main 
parliamentary building), Hitler stoked 
public fear by blaming communist 
agitators and, obtaining emergency 
powers, immediately banned all political 
parties other than the Nazis. When 
Hindenburg died in August 1934, Hitler 
became Führer (leader) of Germany. 
Hitler established a totalitarian state 
based on his belief in German racial 
superiority. He instituted a series of 
civil works, as well as a rearmament 
program, reducing unemployment 
and winning the people's admiration. 
At huge propaganda events such as 
the Nuremberg rallies, Hitler’s oratorical 
skills captivated the German people, 
promising them an empire that would 
last a thousand years. At the same time, 
the Nazi Party increasingly persecuted 


Jews, and other minority groups, and 


The Nazis were arrested, but the incident 
demonstrated Hitler’s ability to rouse 
people into action. During his subsequent 
incarceration, which lasted nine months, 
Hitler wrote Mein Kampf (“My Struggle’), 
a manifesto outlining his ideology, 
blaming the Jews for Germany's woes, 
and urging the need to expand the 
country and exact revenge on France 

for the Treaty of Versailles. 

The Great Depression of 1929 brought 
hardship to Germany—unemployment 
trebled, and the Communist and Nazi 
Parties, promising easy solutions to the 
country's economic woes, flourished.

Lasting legacy 

On August 15, 1947, India gained its 

full independence, and British India was 
partitioned into present day Pakistan and 
India along religious borders—Muslim, 
Hindu, and Sikh. Half a year later, on 
January 30, 1948, Gandhi was shot and 
killed on his way to evening prayer by 
Nathuram Godse, a Hindu extremist 
who believed that Gandhi favored the 
interests of India’s Muslims above those 
of its Hindu population.

hagat Singh was born in the Punjab Province 

of British India, now Pakistan. He left home 
at the age of 16 to devote himself to freeing 
India from British rule. A socialist and atheist, 
Singh was inspired by thinkers such as Karl 
Marx (see pp.130-135) to fight for liberation. 

Singh believed that Gandhi’ politics 
were intended to preserve the oppressive 
British system rather than overthrow it. 

To Singh, in order to effect real change, 
violent action was required. 

In 1928, Singh shot a British 
policeman he mistook for the officer 
responsible for the death of 
nationalist leader Lajpat Rai. 
The officer’s innocence led 
Gandhi and the wider 
public to condemn 
Singh's actions. Arrested 
in 1929, Singh and his 
followers went on hunger 
strike to campaign for prisoner's 
rights. With this, Singh's image was 
rehabilitated into that of a revolutionary 
hero. In spite of growing sympathy for 
his cause, Singh was eventually hanged.

Selassie created Ethiopia's first constitution and parliament, in which he 
approved all legislation and reduced the powers of princes and nobles, 
which made it almost impossible for him to be deposed. Italian troops 
invaded in 1935, and Selassie fled the country the following year, 
living in exile for five years in the UK. He reinstated himself as 
emperor in 1941, after British forces liberated Ethiopia. 
Selassie wanted Ethiopia to be a progressive nation that 
prioritized education and equal rights. He founded the 
the country’s first university in 1950, and, over the next 
two decades, modernized the country’ infrastructure.

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harles de Gaulle was born in Lille, France, on November 2, 1890. 

His father taught history, literature, and philosophy and later ran 
a school in Paris; the young de Gaulle developed a keen interest in 
these subjects and a particular fondness for military history. 


Distinguished military career 
In 1909, de Gaulle won a place at France's foremost military academy, 
Saint-Cyr, in Brittany. After graduating, he served as second lieutenant 
under Colonel Philippe Pétain, who later, as Marshal Pétain, was head 
of state of France during its German occupation in World ۷۰ 

De Gaulle fought with distinction during World Warl. Captured at 
Verdun in 1916, he spent 32 months as a prisoner of war, during which 
time he perfected his German. In the 1920s, he lectured and wrote 
several books and articles on politics and military strategy. 

Following the outbreak of World Warll in 1939, Germany invaded 
France in 1940. In response, de Gaulle headed an armored division 
in counterattack, which although unsuccessful, 
led to his appointment as undersecretary of 
state for national defense. Despite his fierce 
opposition, the government then signed 
an armistice with Germany, 
Marshal Pétain became prime 
minister, and de Gaulle fled to 
London, for which Pétain 
branded him a traitor. 


De Gaulle led French 
Resistance fighters and 
fought alongside the 
Allies to liberate Paris 
on August 25, 1944. 


A distinguished soldier and statesman, General Charles de 
Gaulle led the Free French movement, fighting the German 
occupation of France during World Warll, while exiled to London. 
In peacetime, he founded the Fifth Republic in France, and set out 
its new constitution. His fervent nationalism has given rise to 
"Gaullism", a conservative and patriotic political ideology.

During his presidency, de Gaulle 
granted independence to Algeria in 
1962, and went on to establish France 
as a nuclear power, masterminded 
political stability and economic reforms, 
and ensured France's prominent position 
on the international stage.

Republic, the first government of the 
newly-liberated France, but resigned 
after two years, frustrated by its weak 
constitution. By the early 1950s, he 
retired altogether from politics and 
wrote about his war experiences: 
his The Complete War Memoirs of 
Charles de Gaulle became a staple 
of modern French literature.

avid Gruen was born in Płońsk, Poland, then part of the Russian 

Empire, on 16 October 1886. His mother died when he was 11, and he 
was raised by his father, Avigdor Gruen, a lawyer and a leader in the Hibbat 
Zion (Lovers of Zion) movement that arose as a reaction to attacks on Jews 
in Russia during the 1880s. Hibbat Zion laid the foundations for modern 
Zionism, which sought to find a way for the Jewish people to return to 
Palestine, a region in the Middle East they regarded as their homeland. 


The move toward Palestine 

In 1903, Jewish residents of the Russian city of Kishinev were attacked by 
fellow citizens following a rumor that they had murdered a Christian child 
for sacrificial purposes. The pogrom (government-sanctioned violence) that 
followed added to the Jews' sense of urgency in creating a true, safe Jewish 
homeland. Convinced that the future of Judaism lay in Palestine, Gruen 
emigrated there in 1906, joining the 60,000 Jews who had already settled 
there. While working on farms, he immersed himself in the Marxist 
ideology of the Jewish Social Democratic Party. He also 
changed his name to “Ben-Gurion”, after Yosef ben 
Gurion, a 1st century Jewish leader.

there were some 450,000 Jewish settlers, 
about a third of their population. Britain | 
then decided to limit immigration to 
Palestine for fear of antagonizing Egypt 
and the oil-rich Arab states.

The birth of a homeland 
Israel was established in 1948 with the 
support of the UN, the US, and the USSR. 
The British withdrew, and the Arab-Israeli 
War erupted within months. Ben-Gurion 
formed the IDF, which quelled the 
conflict, and an uneasy truce prevailed. 
In 1949, Ben-Gurion's Mapai (Labour) 
party won Israel's first general election, 
and he became both prime minister and d 
minister of defense. Serving until 1963, 
he oversaw the construction of the new 
country and its transformation from 
simple farming settlements into today's 
nation of 9 million people.

Early signs of a divided Palestine 

In 1917, the British government issued 
the Balfour Declaration, stating its 
support for the creation of a Jewish state 
in Palestine, which inspired Ben-Gurion 
to return and fight alongside the British 
forces. Three years later, Britain took 
responsibility for Palestine under a 
postwar mandate issued by the League 
of Nations and assisted the immigration 
(aliyah) of 40,000 Jews. However, the 


local Arabs rioted at the influx, prompting ** 
the Jews, led by Ben-Gurion, to form their 


own militia—later becoming the basis of 
Israel Defense Forces (IDF). 

As leader of Labor Zionism, and 
chairman of the Zionist and Jewish

Mao Zedong was the son of a prosperous farmer. 
As a young man, he was rebellious - as a teenager 
he cut off his queue (pigtail), which was a symbol of 
subservience to the emperor - and abandoned an 
arranged marriage. However, Mao was also studious; 
he became a schoolteacher and also studied politics. 


Communist revolution 

In 1921, Mao joined the Chinese Communist Party 
(CCP), aiming to encourage the rural poor to become 
the power behind social change, in order to free the 
country from foreign oppression. After a failed attempt 
to incite a revolution in Hunan, Mao fled and became 
a fugitive leader of an armed group of bandits (which 
later became the Red Army) in Jingganshan in the 
mountains of Jiangxi, southeastern China. Uniting five 
villages as a self-governing state, Mao and his soldiers 
confiscated land from wealthy landowners, who were 
often massacred. Mao led his army under strict rules, 
creating an efficient and disciplined force. 

Civil war in 1934 between the Chinese Nationalist 
Party—the Kuomintang (KMT)—and the CCP worsened, 
forcing Mao and his guerrilla forces to flee 
to Yan'an, in the province of Shaanxi.

Although initially a 
supporter of Hindu-Muslim unity, as 
relations between the two communities 
deteriorated in the early 20th century, 
Jinnah led the Muslim League in a 
battle to establish a Muslim state 
independent from India. With skillful 
negotiation, Jinnah secured the creation 
of Pakistan in 1947 and became the first 
leader of the new state. He is revered as 
the father of the nation. 


EMILIANO ZAPATA 
1879-1919 


The Mexican guerrilla leader Emiliano 
Zapata spearheaded the peasant revolt 
in the state of Morelos during the 
Mexican Revolution. He worked to 
bring about reforms that would restore 
land to the peasants and protect their 
rights. In 1913, along with four other 
revolutionaries, Zapata engaged in 
guerrilla warfare against former army 
general President Victoriano Huerta, 
whose unpopular military rule in

ROSA LUXEMBURG 
1871-1919 


A Polish-born writer and revolutionary, 
Rosa Luxemburg became a citizen of 
Germany aged 28. She believed deeply 
in Socialism acquired by revolution, 
although she was critical of Bolshevik 
dictatorship in Russia. When Germany 
went to war in 1914 she cofounded the 
League, a radical anti-war group, and in 
1919, she cofounded the German 
Communist Party. However, just after 
this, during the Spartacist Uprising-an 
anti-government general strike—she 
was arrested and executed without 
trial. After her death, she became a 
heroine of the communist cause. 


SRI AUROBINDO 
1872-1950 


Born in West Bengal and educated 

at Cambridge University, Aurobindo 
Ghose (later Sri Aurobindo) became an 
influential nationalist leader in Bengal 
in the struggle for Indian independence 
from British rule. After being sent to 
prison for his political activities, he 
moved to southeast India to develop 
the spiritual practice of Integral Yoga, 
his vision for creating a divine life on 
Earth. He was a teacher, philosopher,

RAYMOND SPRUANCE 
1886-1969 


Admiral Spruance commanded US 
naval forces in some of the most 
significant sea battles of World War II. 
Despite having little experience of naval 
aviation, Spruance took command of 
Task Force 16 in the Pacific, leading 
them in the Battle of Midway-the first 
major US victory over Japan. Despite 
his reserved and cautious approach, his 
victories in the Pacific earned him 
renown as one of the greatest admirals 
in American naval history. Following 
the war, he was named president of the 
Naval War College and later American 
ambassador to the Philippines. 


MARCUS GARVEY 
1887-1940 


Jamaican activist and nationalist leader 
Marcus Garvey aimed to unite African 
people around the world and free 
Africa from racial oppression. His mass 
movement, known as Pan-Africanism, 
attracted a huge following of people 

in the US who believed in his vision of 
social, political, and economic freedom 
for all black people. Garvey founded 
the Universal Negro Improvement 
Association in 1914 and established 
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MUSTAFA KEMAL ATATÜRK 
1881-1938 


Mustafa Kemal, known as Atatürk 
("Father of the Turks”), first came to 
prominence through his victory over 
the Western Allies in the Battle of 
Gallipoli in World Warl. Fighting 
continued after the war; Atatürk led 
the Turkish Nationalist movement to N 
protect Turkey against acquisition by 
Allied forces. The signing of the Treaty 
of Lausanne ended the conflict and 
dissolved the Ottoman Empire. Ataturk 
then declared Turkey an independent 
republic with himself as president. He 
implemented a series of revolutionary 
political and social reforms, to establish 
Turkey as a modern, secular state. 


BENITO MUSSOLINI 
1883-1945 


HP LOCI Ut OTE 


Mussolini founded the National Fascist 
Party, which promoted an extreme 
form of nationalism in Italy. A skilled 
propagandist and powerful speaker, 

he gained political support at a time 
of instability and used his militia to 
suppress opposition. He seized power 
in 1922 and established a dictatorship, 
naming himself I! Duce (the Leader) of 
Europe's first centralized fascist state. 
During his 20-year rule, he launched 
initiatives to cut unemployment and 
boost the economy, winning admirers 
worldwide. However, his alliance with 
Nazi Germany committed Italy to a war 
for which it was ill prepared, and he 
was eventually deposed and killed. 


GEORGE S. PATTON 
1885-1945 


A controversial but highly acclaimed US 
army officer, General George Patton is 
best known for his fierce, determined 
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the public. Zapata was betrayed and 
killed during the conflict before his 
reforms were enacted, but he is revered 
as a visionary who battled for the rights 
of the ordinary people, and his ideals 
continue to inspire southern Mexican 
indigenous populations. 


JOSEPH LYONS 
1879-1939 


One of Australia's longest-serving prime 
ministers, Joseph Lyons was premier 
of Tasmania before entering federal 
politics, cofounding and becoming 
leader of the United Australia Party, 
which was elected into government in 
1932. As prime minister, Lyons enjoyed 
great public popularity, and he helped 
to revive Australias economy, which 
had suffered in the Great Depression. 
His government also oversaw a decline 
in unemployment, expansion of the 
military, a boost to industry, and the 
provision of welfare benefits. He died 
while still in office and was mourned 
across the nation. 


MONA RUDAO 
1880-1930 


A Taiwanese aboriginal, Mona Rudao 
was an influential leader of the Atayal 
tribe, in the Wushe region of Japanese 
Taiwan. He led the Wushe Rebellion, 
the last major armed rebellion against 
Japanese colonial authorities, in which 
the Atayal killed 134 Japanese people. 
In response, the Japanese bombed and 
gassed the Atayal, killing hundreds. 
Mona Rudao committed suicide to 
evade capture and was hailed a hero 
of the revolution. As a result of the 
uprising he instigated, aboriginals 
were finally granted equal rights to 
other ethnic groups in Taiwan. 


Spanish Civil War. Aided by Germany 
and Italy, Franco's forces overthrew the 
Spanish Democratic Republic in 1939. 
As head of government, he suppressed 
political opposition through the use of 
labor and concentration camps, as well 
as thousands of executions. Franco 
maintained Spanish neutrality during 
World War Il but in the Cold War 
emerged as a leading anti-Communist 
figure. He later presided over a period 
of economic recovery and industrial 
growth in Spain. He died in 1975, having 
restored King Juan Carlos | to the throne. 


NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV 
1894-1971 


Nikita Khrushchev became leader of 
the Soviet Union in 1955 following 
Stalin's death. He swiftly implemented a 
policy of “de-Stalinization,” denouncing 
the previous, brutal regime. The policy 
sent a shock through the communist 
world; it prompted the release of 
millions of political prisoners, as well 

as aseries of uprisings in European 
communist states, and gave rise to a 
period of widespread liberalization. 
Khrushchev advocated greater cultural 
and intellectual freedom in Russia and 
sought to improve living standards. 

His investment in the Soviet space 
program saw the launch of Sputnik, the 
world's first space satellite. 


MATTHEW B. RIDGWAY 
1895-1993 


US General Matthew Bunker Ridgway 
led the 82nd Airborne Division of the 
US Army in successful campaigns into 
Sicily, Normandy, and Germany in 
World War Il. During the Korean War, 
he was dispatched to command the 
United Nations forces against the 
Chinese. Ridgway's ability to rally 
troops helped to boost morale, and 


JAWAHARLAL NEHRU | 


1889-1964 


A protégé of Mahatma Gandhi, the 
activist and nationalist political leader | 
Jawaharlal Nehru became the first | 
prime minister of an independent India 

in 1947. He was elected president of 
Gandhi's Indian National Congress | 
party in 1929, which aimed to secure — | 
independence from British rule. 

Once president, Nehru helped shape 
India as a modern democratic nation, 
implementing political, economic, | 
and social change, such as promoting ۱ 
innovations in science and technology 3 
and outlawing caste discrimination. | 
He was known for his neutral foreign 
policy and helped other nations remain 
neutral at a time when the US and 
USSR were at odds with one another. 


ERWIN ROMMEL N 
1891-1944 | 


Erwin Rommel was one of Hitlers most 
successful generals of World ۱۱, 
known for his exemplary leadership of 
the German and Italian armed forces, 
notably in North Africa. His aggressive 
style of mobile warfare won crucial 
victories, particularly through the use 
of surprise attacks, which earned him 
the nickname “Desert Fox.” Widely 
respected, even by the Allies, Rommel

was promoted to field marshal in 1942. 


However, he started to doubt that 
Germany could win the war. He was 
falsely implicated in a plot to kill Hitler; 
he committed suicide to avoid trial. 


FRANCISCO FRANCO 
1892-1975 


The Spanish dictator General Francisco 
Franco was a monarchist who led his 
nationalist army to victory during the 
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a series of African American businesses. 
A charismatic, persuasive leader and a 
passionate speaker, Garvey reached the 
peak of his powers in the 1920s. Yet he 
was criticized by other black leaders for 
his advocacy of racial purity and also 
convicted, for which he was imprisoned 
for fraud and deported back to Jamaica. 


BERNARD MONTGOMERY 
1887-1976 


Field Marshall Bernard Montgomery 
served with distinction in World Warl 
and went on to be one of the most 
successful British generals of World 
Warll. He was made commander of the 
British forces in North Africa, where he 
boosted his troops' morale and led 
them to victory over the Germans and 
Italians at El Alamein, an event 
considered to be the turning point 

of the war. Montgomery led further 
Allied victories in Sicily and Italy and 
commanded all of the Allied troops 
following the D-Day landings. After the 
war, he was made a knight of the Garter 
and Viscount Montgomery of Alamein. 


HEINZ GUDERIAN 
1888-1954 


A German officer in World Warl and 
then a general in World Warll, Heinz 
Guderian was a pioneer in tank warfare. 
During the interwar years, he 
advocated the use of independent 
panzer (armor) tank divisions backed by 
air and infantry forces, as well as the 
use of radio communications between 
vehicles. Actively supported by Hitler, 
Guderian commanded units invading 
Poland, France, and Russia, during 
which he demonstrated Germany's 
tactical superiority over its enemy. He 
was made Hitler's chief of staff of the 
army but resigned as Hitler was largely 
performing this role himself. 
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War Il. She was a gifted painter, 
calligrapher, and poet. After the war, 
she and her husband adopted a more 
public role to demystify the monarchy. 
Empress Köjun witnessed a period of 
rapid modernization in Japan, but she 
still remained loyal to the traditions 

of the Japanese monarchy. 


RALPH BUNCHE 
1904-1971 


An African American civil rights activist, 
diplomat, and leading member of the 
UN, Ralph Bunche is best known for 
successfully brokering a cease-fire 
between Israel and four Arab states, 
following the creation of the state of 
Israel in 1948. In recognition of his 
diplomacy, Bunche was awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1950—the first 
African American to receive the award. 
Other defining moments of his career 
were his supervision of the deployment 
of 6,000 peacekeeping UN troops 
during the Suez Canal Crisis and 
mediating other conflicts in the 
Congo, Kashmir region, and Yemen. 


DENG XIAOPING 
1904-1997 


De facto successor to Chairman Mao as 
head of the People’s Republic of China, 
Deng Xiaoping rose from a peasant 
background to become the most 
powerful figure in China from 1978 
until his death in 1997. Although he 
never held office as leader of the 
Communist Party, he initiated a wide 
series of political, social, and economic 
reforms that encouraged foreign 
investment in China, restored cultural 
stability, and improved the standard 

of living for many millions of Chinese. 
As a result of Deng's reforms China 
became one of the fastest-growing 
economies in the world. 
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SUKARNO 
1901-1970 


Indonesian nationalist leader Sukarno 
campaigned for independence from 
Dutch colonial rule. A brilliant speaker, 
he gained huge public support and 
unified the country’s nationalist groups. 
When Japan occupied Indonesia during 
World War Il, their commander, aware 
of his popularity, appointed Sukarno the 
country’s leader. After Japan's surrender 
to the Allies in 1945, Sukarno declared 
independence and himself president; 
the Dutch relinquished power in 1949. 
As president, he dismantled all political 
parties to prevent political dissent, but 
Indonesia's economy soon declined, 
and Sukarno was deposed in 1965. 


RUHOLLAH KHOMEINI 
1902-1989 


Heading the 1979 Iranian Revolution 
to overthrow the last shah of Iran, 
Mohammad Reza Pahlavi, Ruhollah 
Khomeini gained huge support for his 
rejection of Western democracy and 
call for an Islamic Republic.

Involved 
in establishing the United Nations and 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
he also managed to secure a diplomatic 
end to the Suez Canal Crisis of 1956, for 
which he was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize. Elected prime minister in 1963, 
Pearson abolished capital punishment, 
set up a national pension plan and 
universal health care, and introduced 
the current Canadian flag and national 
anthem. He is considered one of 
Canada's most popular and influential 
figures of the 20th century.

A Kenyan political activist from the

on his battle for gradual change rather 
than revolution. He spent decades 
petitioning the British government for 
independence, becoming leader of the 
Kenya African National Union in 1961 
and eventually securing independence 
in 1963. As the first president of Kenya, 
Kenyatta established a strong 
centralized government and oversaw 
economic growth and a period of 
political stability.

Nkrumah advocated passionately 
for Pan-Africanism and became a 
symbol of what was possible for later 
African independence movements. 
He believed that Ghana's independence 
would prove meaningless unless it 
was the first step in the liberation 

of the entire African continent from 
European rule. 


In January 1950, when Nkrumah and the 
CPP encouraged union strikes, he was 
imprisoned for his actions but by then 
he had become a popular hero. When 
a general election was granted in 1951, 
the CPP won and Nkrumah was released 
from prison. A year later he was sworn 
in as the Gold Coast's first prime minister. 
Once in office, Nkrumah called for 
an all-African cabinet, then pressed for 
independence. A general election was 
held in July 1956, the CPP won, and the 
Gold Coast gained independence from 
the UK on March 6, 1957. The new nation 
was renamed Ghana, after the Ghana 
Empire of West Africa (c. 700-1240), 
and in 1960, it became a republic, 
with Nkrumah as its first president. 
However, Nkrumah’s Ghana was 
a one-party state, subject to rigged 
elections, economic woes, and an 
increasing lack of press freedom. In 1966, 
while Nkrumah was on a state visit to 
Beijing, Ghana's armed forces overthrew 
him. Finding asylum in Guinea, he lived 
there until he died of cancer in 1972. 
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became engrossed in the Pan-African 
movement, which sought to create 
solidarity between all African people, 
and in socialist ideology. He relocated 
to the UK to study and was instrumental 
in organizing the Fifth Pan-African 
Congress held in Manchester, 1945. 
Nkrumah became intent on leading his 
native Gold Coast to independence from 
British rule. In 1946, British governor 
Alan Burns, seeking fairer representation, 
introduced amendments to the Gold 
Coast constitution that gave Africans a 
majority on the legislative council for the 
first time, prompting several academics 
and lawyers to form a new party—the 
United Gold Coast Convention (UGCC). 


Ghana’ hero

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After Fidel's supporters appealed for 
amnesty, the rebels were released early, 
having served almost two years. To evade 
being arrested again, after violent protests 
led to a crackdown on dissent in 1955, 
Fidel went into self-imposed exile in 
Mexico, where he joined forces with 
Ernesto “Che” Guevara (see box). 

On December 2, 1956, Fidel, Raul, Che, 
and their supporters returned to Cuba. 
For the next two years, they waged a 
guerrilla campaign against Batista, finally 
defeating him on December 31, 1958. 


Socialist Cuba 

In 1959, Castro became prime minister, 
introduced free healthcare, and set up 

a nationwide literacy program. He 
nationalized US-owned banks and sugar 
mills, reformed land ownership, and 
heavily taxed American products. 

These policies led the US to suspend 
relations with Cuba in 1961. Meanwhile,

However, Castro's forces crushed 
them in just three days, and the US's 
involvement in the attack was exposed. 
Castro’ victory boosted his popularity 
in Cuba. Wary of more US attacks, he 
formed closer ties with the USSR and 
allowed the Soviets to build several 
nuclear missile bases in Cuba. This almost 
triggered a nuclear world war in 1962, 
but eventually, after negotiations with 
the US, Soviet leader Nikita Khrushchev 
(see p.226) backed down. 

Throughout his time in office, Castro 
was a symbol for revolution around 
the world and inspired revolutionary 
movements in Nicaragua, Venezuela, 
Brazil, and Uruguay. He also sent troops 
to support communist activities in 
Angola, Ethiopia, and Yemen. Aged 81, 
Fidel handed over power to Raül. He 
died on November 25, 2016, aged 90.

ohn Fitzgerald Kennedy was born in Brookline, Massachusetts, into 
a wealthy Roman Catholic Irish American family on May 29, 1917. 
Graduating from Harvard University in 1940, he joined the US Navy 
Reserve and served in World War II. After the war, he entered politics 
and was elected to Congress in 1946, and to the Senate in 1952. 
Kennedy was elected the 35th US president in 1960, at the height of 
the Cold War (1947-91)—a period of amplified tensions between the 
Soviet Union and the US. Determined to stop the Soviet-backed spread 
of communism in Asia, he sent US troops to train South Vietnamese 
troops to fight the Communist north. In August 1962, the Soviet Union, in 
agreement with Fidel Castro, positioned nuclear missiles in Cuba, bringing 
the US within firing range of Soviet weapons. The ensuing 13-day standoff 
became known as the Cuban Missile Crisis, but Kennedy’s diplomatic talks 
with the Soviets and the Cubans led to the Soviet Union, the US, and the 
UK signing the Partial Nuclear Test Ban Treaty in 1963. Peacefully resolving 
this crisis is widely regarded as Kennedy's greatest political achievement. 
In June 1963, Kennedy proposed the most sweeping civil rights 
legislation in American history, but never lived to see it enacted. He was 
assassinated on November 22, 1963, by Lee Harvey Oswald. The next year, 
President Lyndon B. Johnson finished what Kennedy had started, signing 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964, which outlawed discrimination based on race, 
religion, gender, or national origin.

Apartheid was a brutal regime of laws and 
policies that forced whites and non-whites 
to use separate facilities (such as restaurants 
and bathrooms) and restrict interracial 
contact. Non-whites were forced into 
designated reserves according to their race. 
Additionally, by separating black South 
African communities from each other, the 
minority white government could claim 
there was no black majority in South 
Africa and therefore legitimize their 
monopoly on political power.

Eventually, in 1990, 
the ban on the ANC was lifted, and that 
same year, the government released 
Mandela from prison unconditionally. 


Election and legacy 

In 1994, South Africa held its first 
democratic elections, and Mandela was 
elected president. He led a successful 
administration that tackled domestic 
poverty, prevented economic collapse, 
and changed South Africa's constitution 
to improve civil rights for all. Mandela 
retired as president in 1999 and devoted 
the rest of his life to philanthropy. In 
2013, he died, aged 95.

A black nationalist, activist, and Muslim minister, Malcolm X 
opposed the mainstream ideals of the US civil rights movement - 
in the 1960s, advocating a more militant approach to the fight for 
racial equality. His firebrand speeches on issues of racism have 
made him a lasting icon for black youth around the world. 


M alcolm X was born Malcolm Little in Omaha, Nebraska. His mother 
and Baptist preacher father openly supported the black nationalist 
leader Marcus Garvey, and as a result, the Ku Klux Klan threatened them 
repeatedly. In 1931, Malcolm's father died in what was officially ruled to 
be a streetcar accident. His mother believed that the Klan splinter group 
the Black Legion was in fact responsible. She was institutionalized after a 
nervous breakdown in 1939, and Malcolm went into foster care. 

Malcolm excelled at school, but a teacher discouraged him from studying 
law, saying this was "no realistic goal" for a black person and advising him to 
learn carpentry instead. His ambitions crushed, Malcolm dropped out of 
school, got involved in petty crime, and was imprisoned for theft in 1946. 


Conversion to Islam 

In prison, Malcolm studied English and Latin. Several of his ten siblings had 
converted to Islam and urged him to do the same, hinting that it might lead 
to his early release. Following their advice, Malcolm immersed himself in the 
teachings of the Quran. In 1948, his half sister Ella secured his transfer to the

A political and religious movement fusing elements of Islam and 
black nationalism, the Nation of Islam was founded in Detroit, 
* Michigan in 1930 by Wallace Fard Muhammad. 


By the time Malcolm X joined the Nation of Islam in 1952, Elijah 
Muhammad had emerged as its new leader, after Fard had disappeared 
in unexplained circumstances in 1934. Malcolm X regarded Elijah as a 
teacher, mentor, and close friend. Under Elijah's leadership, and with 
Malcolm X as a leading minister, the Nation of Islam attracted thousands 
of followers in the 1960s. Malcolm also inspired world-famous US 
boxer Muhammad Ali to drop his "slave" name, Cassius Clay, and join in 
1964. The organization has been led by Louis Farrakhan since 1978.

He was assassinated on 
February 21, 1965, by three Nation 
of Islam members, during a lecture 
he was giving in Harlem, New York.

He urged for the 
terms “Negro” and “colored” 
to be replaced by “black” and 
“Afro-American,” and 
countered the nonviolent 
approach of Martin Luther 
King Jr. (see pp.240-245) 
by fervently asserting 
that African Americans 
must defend against 
discrimination by “any 
means necessary.” 
Eventually, Malcolm 
left the Nation of Islam 
in 1964, renouncing 
its separatist beliefs, 
and became a Sunni 
Muslim.

For more than half a century, Yasser Arafat was the face of the national 
movement of the Palestinian people for self-determination. Using 
military tactics and diplomacy, Arafat fought for the global recognition 
of Palestine as a political state for the first time and for a homeland 
for about 3.7 million stateless Palestinians around the world. 


Ben in Egypt to Palestinian parents, Arafat became part of a community 
of exiles displaced from Palestine by the increasing numbers of Jewish 
immigrants seeking to establish a homeland. He soon turned to Palestinian 
nationalism and counted among his friends Abd al-Qadir al-Husseini, leader of 
the supressed Arab Revolt (1936-1939), against British rule and Jewish immigration. 


The struggle for liberation 
When Israel declared itself an independent state in Palestine in 1948, Arafat 
fought in the Arab-Israeli War (1948-1949) that immediately followed. The war 
saw Israel take a further 50 percent of Palestinian territory, while a Palestinian 
state was not created. Dismayed at the infighting between various Arab groups, 
Arafat resolved to create a force answerable only to Palestinians. 

At college in Cairo, where he studied engineering, Arafat became 
the chairman of the General Union of Palestinian Students in 1952. After 
graduating in 1956, he served in the Egyptian army and took work as an 
engineer until, in 1959, he co-founded the political party Fatah (meaning 
“conquest” in Arabic) with fellow activists. Fatah's driving goal was to take 
back control of Palestine, and in 1967, it was invited to become a major 
group within the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO), a political body

Li is widely admired for his loyalty, 
generosity, and commitment to 
philanthropic causes, which he ascribes 
to his early, first-hand experiences of 
poverty. The Li Ka Shing Foundation, 
which Li refers to as his “third son,” 

was set up in 1980 as a charitable 
organization dedicated to aiding social 
progress by supporting educational 
reform and increasing the availability of 
medical services. It is the second-largest 
private foundation of its kind in the 
world. Since its inception, Li has used 
the foundation to urge people across 
Asia to disregard traditional values that 
mean wealth passes only through the 
family, instead advocating a new model 
of charity. 

In March 2018, Li retired, handing over 
to his son Victor. In total, he has amassed 1 
a fortune of more than $36 billion and y 
has pledged to donate a third of his 
assets to charities around the world.

He 
launched the mobile phone provider 
Orange in 1994, which he sold in 1999 to 
German conglomerate Mannesmann AG 
for. a profit of more than $15 billion. In 
2017,.Li completed his biggest overseas 
purchase, that of the Australian energy 
firm Duet Group. He has also invested in 
technology companies that make his 
business holdings more cutting-edge. 
For example, through his association 
with thé company Horizons Ventures, 
he was one of the first major investors 
in Facebook, in 2007.

GAMAL ABDEL NASSER 
1918-1970 


Egyptian army officer Gamal Abdel 
Nasser led a military uprising in 1952 
that overthrew the Egyptian monarchy, 
ending the British occupation of Sudan 
and Egypt. After becoming president in 
1956, Nasser nationalized the Suez 
Canal, defeating the British, French, and 
Israeli forces that tried to reclaim it. 

He advocated pan-Arabism to unite 
the Arab world, but this failed. Nasser 
ruled Egypt as a one-party police 
state. He was a popular leader. He 
implemented land reforms, boosted 
industry, improved women's rights, 
and oversaw a cultural revolution. 


VINCENT LINGIARI 
1919-1988 


A member of the Gurindji tribe, Vincent 
Lingiari was an Australian-Aboriginal 
activist who became a national symbol 
for the struggle of indigenous people.

Colonialism crumbled, no longer compatible 
with prevailing liberal ideals, as many nations rose up behind 
revolutionary leaders. Brutal dictators also emerged to exert 
their power over newly independent nations. 


1954, thus ending French colonial rule 
in Southeast Asia. As military leader of 
North Vietnam, Giäp invaded South 
Vietnam, after a 20-year conflict, he led 
his troops to victory against the South 
Vietnamese and US armies, successfully 
reuniting the country in 1976. 


KIM IL-SUNG 
1912-1994 


The first Communist leader of North 
Korea, Kim joined the Korean guerrilla 
resistance against Japanese occupation 
in the 1930s. After Korea was divided in 
1945, he established Communist rule 
in the north. In 1950, he invaded South 
Korea, aiming to reunite the country 
under his authority but was repelled 

by UN forces. Kim ran an isolated 
totalitarian state from 1948 until his 
death in ۱994: at first, North Korea 
thrived, but by 1990 the country faced 
ruin, cut off from all foreign powers 
except China and the USSR. His death 
Saw a nine-day mourning period. 


INDIRA GANDHI 
1917-1984 


Daughter of Jawaharlal Nehru (p.226), 
ndira Gandhi became the first female 
prime minister of India in 1966. She set 


RONALD REAGAN 
1911-2004 


The former Hollywood actor Ronald 
Reagan became president of the US in 
1981. As an actor, he was president of 
the Screen Actors’ Guild from 1947 to 
1952 and fought alleged Communist 
infiltration in the SAG. He joined the 
Republican Party in 1962, was elected 
governor of California in 1966, and was 
elected president in 1980. Just 69 days 
after taking office, he survived an 
assassination attempt. Reagan imposed 
far-reaching reforms to reduce taxes 
and government spending and invested 
heavily in the military. He also oversaw 
an economic resurgence in the US, 
gave financial aid to anti-Communist 
movements abroad, and pressured the 
Soviet Union into ending the Cold War. 


VÖ NGUYEN GIAP 
1911-2013 


A staunch Communist, VO Nguyên Giáp 
was a Vietnamese political and military 
leader who is widely regarded as one 
of the 20th century's foremost military 
commanders. A master of guerrilla 
warfare, Giäp led the Viet Minh 
nationalist movement to victory against 
the French occupation of Vietnam in 


of Nations. Although devoted to her 
traditional ceremonial duties, the 
queen has reshaped the monarchy and 
modernized its attitudes—enabling the 
institution to remain relevant, with a 
valid role in the 21st century. 


CESAR CHAVEZ 
1927-1993 


Mexican-American activist and union 
leader Cesar Chavez is renowned for 
his work in promoting the rights of US 
farm laborers, particularly for migrant 
communities. In 1962, he founded the 
National Farm Workers Association, 
which became United Farm Workers in 
1972. Advocating nonviolent protests, 
he organized marches, strikes, and 
boycotts; his campaigns resulted in 
improvements in the pay, working 
conditions, and treatment of laborers, 
and he also raised public awareness 
about the dangers of pesticides. In 
1994, he was posthumously awarded 
the Presidential Medal of Freedom in 
recognition of his contribution to the 
rights of Mexican workers. 


BHUMIBOL ADULYADEJ 
1927-2016 


The ninth king of Thailand, Bhumibol 
Adulyadej was the longest-ruling Thai 
monarch—his reign totaling seven 
decades. Although his role was officially 
restricted to ceremonial duties, through 
his crucial negotiations, Bhumibol was 
instrumental in securing the peaceful 
resolution of several domestic political 
conflicts, including a military coup 

and Thailand's difficult transition from 
absolute monarchy to democracy. 
Revered by the nation, and admired 
internationally, Bhumibol was 
presented with the Human 
Development Lifetime Achievement 
Award by the UN in 2006. 
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JIMMY CARTER 
1924- 


The 39th president ofthe United States, 
Jimmy Carter faced serious international 
and domestic challenges during his 


term. His greatest achievements include 


the negotiations that led to the 1979 
Egypt-Israel Peace Treaty and his 
securing of amnesty for Vietnam War 
draft evaders. Following his presidency, 
Carter turned to promoting global 
human rights, supporting social and 
economic development, and securing 
diplomatic solutions for international 
conflicts. He was awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 2002, 


PATRICE LUMUMBA 
1925-1961 


African nationalist leader Patrice 
Lumumba founded the Congolese 
National Movement, the first national 
political party in Congo, and helped 
the country to gain independence 
from Belgium in 1960, becoming 
Congo's prime minister. A supporter of 
pan-Africanism, Lumumba advocated 
for the liberation of every African 
colony from foreign empires. When he 
asked for help from the UN and the 
Soviet Union to quell a secessionist 
movement in the state of Katanga, 
however, he was arrested and executed. 


ELIZABETH Il 
1926- 


Queen of the UK and ruler of Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and other 
territories around the world, Elizabeth 
Il is the longest-reigning monarch in 
British history. She has overseen the 
independence of many former British 
colonies, and the British Empire 
converted to the Commonwealth 
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tribal lands. During the nine-year strike, 
Lingiari petitioned the government and 
traveled to raise public awareness, 
gaining national and international 
support, until, in 1975, the government 
granted Lingiari's people the rights to 
their traditional lands. 


PIERRE TRUDEAU 
1919-2000 


Canadian Liberal politician Pierre 
Trudeau became prime minister in 
1968 on a wave of popularity dubbed 
“Trudeaumania." A firm anti-separatist, 
he secured national unity by 
overpowering a pro-independence 
movement in Quebec and defeated a 
Quebec-led terrorist group. During his 
presidency, Trudeau brought in a policy 
of official bilingualism, softened divorce 
laws, secured Canada's independence 
from Britain in 1982, and amended the 
Canadian Constitution to include 

the Charter of Rights and Freedoms, 
which legalized homosexuality. 


JULIUS NYERERE 
1922-1999 


A leading figure in the campaign for 
independence from British rule, Julius 
Nyerere became the first prime minister 
of Tanganyika and then president of the 
Republic of Tanzania after its union 
with Zanzibar in 1964. As president, he 
brought in agricultural reforms and free 
education and promoted literacy. He 
also helped to found the Organization 
of African Unity, initiated the Uganda- 
Tanzania War to overthrow Ugandan 
dictator Idi Amin, and actively opposed 
white supremacy in countries such as 
South Africa. Although his agricultural 
policies failed, Nyerere created one of 
the most peaceful, politically stable, 
and socially egalitarian countries in 
Africa, based on socialist principles.

The UK's first female, and longest serving, prime minister, 
Margaret Thatcher was also the most divisive leader in modern 
British history. Dominating politics in the 1980s, her economic 
policies changed the country's political landscape forever. 


orn in Grantham, Lincolnshire, on 13 October, 1925, Thatcher was 

first elected as member of parliament (MP) in 1959, and quickly rose 
through the ranks of the Conservative Party. In 1975, she successfully 
challenged Ted Heath for leadership of the Conservatives, becoming the 
first-ever female party leader in UK politics. When the Conservatives won 
the 1979 general election, she became the UK's first female prime minister. 

Thatcher rejected the "postwar consensus", which had been 
introduced by the Labour Party in 1945, and rested on the idea that 
the UK government should encourage a strong welfare state, economic 
equality, and full employment. By increasing interest rates and taxation, 
she succeeded in reducing inflation, but the country fell into recession. 
Unemployment levels climbed from 1980, reaching 3 million in 1983, 
its highest recorded level since 1939. 

Re-election seemed unlikely until 1982, when Thatcher's swift victory — 
over Argentina during the Falklands War won her a second term in office. `. 
She then initiated a series of privatizations, selling off former state- 
owned industries—measures that gradually improved the economy, but 
crushed the trade unions and eradicated mining communities across the 
UK. Thatcher was elected for the third time in 1987, but lack of support 
within her own party forced her to resign in 1990.

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As chancellor of Germany from 1982 to 1998, 
Helmut Kohl (1930-2017) became the architect

As a middle-class boy in his hometown of Ludwigshafen, Kohl, like 
many of his contemporaries, joined the Hitler Youth. Later, he devoted 
his political career to rebuilding international trust in Germany. Kohl 
served as leader of the Christian Democratic Union (1973-1998) and 
became the country’s longest serving chancellor. In 1992, he put 
together the Maastricht Treaty that created the European Union. 

Kohl is credited with playing a crucial role in the fall of the Berlin Wall. 
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The attempt failed, but it triggered the 
unraveling of the Soviet Union. On 
December 25, 1991, the USSR ceased 
to exist, and Gorbachev resigned.

West German chancellor Helmut Kohl 
(see box), and British prime minister 
Margaret Thatcher (see pp.270-271). 
Russia's new openness under 
Gorbachev prompted people in the 
Soviet satellite states in Eastern Europe 
to reject communism and demand 
independence. It also led citizens of 
East and West Germany to breach the 
Berlin Wall in 1989 and the consequent 
reunification of Germany. The fall of the 
Berlin Wall symbolized an end to Cold 
War tensions between the East and West; 
Gorbachev was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize for his leading role in 1990. 
However, in Russia, during the turmoil, a 
group of hard-line communists mounted 
a coup against Gorbachev in August 1991. 
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The first woman ever to lead a Muslim nation, 
Pakistan's Benazir Bhutto was an active member 
of the Pakistan People's Party from the age of 13, 
and to date, it's only female prime minister. 


hutto was born in Karachi, Pakistan, into an affluent, influential, political 

family on June 21, 1953. Her father, Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, founded and 
led the Pakistan People’s Party (PPP) and served as both prime minister 
and president. Aged just 16, Bhutto left Pakistan to study in the US at 
Harvard University, then the UK at Oxford. She returned to her country 
in 1977 to see her father ousted in a military coup and executed in 1979. 
That same year, she became leader of the PPP and between 1979 and 
1984 she was imprisoned and kept under house arrest multiple times. 

In 1984, amid mounting international pressure, the Pakistan government 
released her. She flew to Switzerland, then the UK, only returning to 
Pakistan in 1986 when martial law was lifted. 

Bhutto successfully stood for election in 1988 but found herself unable 
to tackle Pakistan's extensive poverty and corruption. Defeated in 1990, 
she served a second term 1993-96, during which she oversaw economic 
privatization and appointed the country’s first female judges. After another 
coup in 1996, Bhutto went into exile to the UK and Dubai. She returned 
to Pakistan in 2007 to run for a third term but was assassinated. While the 
government named Taliban chief Baitullah Mehsud as the individual who 
ordered her killing, the person/group behind Bhutto's death remains disputed.

orn in rural Mississippi in 1954, Oprah Winfrey rose from a low-income 

background to become the most powerful woman in American media. 
Her parents separated soon after her birth, and she was raised by her 
maternal grandmother. Oprah later moved between her mother and father, 
but it was while in her mother’s care that a family friend sexually abused 
her. Becoming pregnant at 14, she gave birth to a son, who died in infancy. 

Oprah then moved back to Nashville, Tennessee, to live with her father, 

whom she would later credit with changing her life. Under his strict 
guidance, she excelled at school and won a scholarship to Tennessee State 
University. With a natural talent for performing, Oprah enrolled in a drama 
club and later landed a job reading the news at a local radio station. 


Television stardom 
At 19, Oprah debuted on television as the first female African American 
news reader at Nashville's WLAC TV, before moving to WJZ TV in 
Baltimore. However, station managers felt her informal, personal 
presenting style was not suited to the newsroom, and they moved her to 
cohost a morning chat show, People Are Talking. In 1984, she took over as 
host on a different show, A.M. Chicago, and after just two years, she was 
appointed the host of her own show—The Oprah Winfrey Show. 
Meanwhile, Oprah was cast in Steven Spielberg’s The Color Purple 
(1985). Her appearance in the Oscar-winning film boosted ratings for 
The Oprah Winfrey Show, and audience numbers grew higher still from

show, which ran for 25 years, making 

it one of the longest-running daytime 
programs in the US. Transcending the 
race divide there, she appealed to all 
demographics- including the white 
middle class—by focusing on universal 
issues and concerns, and, unlike other 
talk shows that emerged in her wake, by 
emphasizing a message of empathy and 
positivity. Oprah is also credited for 
raising the media visibility of LGBT+ 
people in mainstream television and 
for bringing their issues to the wider 
attention of the US public. 

Oprah's other defining legacy is her 
philanthropic work. She has donated 
over $350 million around the world for 
educational projects and has established 
two foundations—Angel Network, funded 
by viewers, and Oprah Winfrey Leadership 
Academy for Girls in South Africa. 


1994 onward, when she decided to 
change the nature of the chat show in 
order to, in her words, "lift people up."

Continued success 

With her newfound wealth, Oprah 
started the magazine O and began 
producing films and TV content under 
her company Harpo Productions. She 
refused to sell her show and continued 
to serve as chairwoman and CEO of 
Harpo Productions and of The Oprah 
Winfrey Show until the end of its run in 
2011. She also launched a TV network, 
the Oprah Winfrey Network (OWN).

(1966-76), which saw communist ideology preserved and capitalist 
elements purged from Chinese society. As a boy, Ma struggled with math 
but had a strong desire to learn English. Every morning for nine years, 
from the age of 12, he rose early to cycle to the Hangzhou International 
Hotel to offer his services as a tour guide, for free, to practice his English. 
One of the tourists nicknamed him Jack, and the name stuck. 

Despite his efforts to master English, Ma failed the annual university 
entrance exams twice, before passing and being accepted to Hangzhou 
Teachers' College. Struggling to find work after he graduated, Ma began 
teaching English at Hangzhou Institute of Electronics and Engineering, 
before starting his own translation business the following year. 


Embracing the Internet 
It was on a business trip to the US in 1995 that Ma discovered 
the Internet, a phenomenon that was in its infancy in 
China at the time. Initially searching for Chinese brands 
of beer, he was unable to find any results, or even 
anything to do with China. He and a friend decided 
to create their own "ugly" web page about Ma's own

and medium-sized exporters in China 
find global buyers online, offering them 
a place to list their products for sale and 
avoid the usual route of attending trade 
fairs to gain sales. 

By 2005, Alibaba was employing 2,400 
people and had achieved sales of $50 
million. Over the next decade Ma grew 
Alibaba into a conglomerate that included 
a consumer shopping site, Taobao, and 
an online payment platform, Alipay. 

In January 2013, at the age of 48, Ma 
announced that he was stepping down 
as chief executive of his Alibaba Group 
to allow “younger, better equipped” 
colleagues to take control. However, he 
stayed on to orchestrate the company's 
initial public offering (IPO) on the New 
York Stock Exchange in 2014. The IPO 
raised $25 billion, setting a new record for 
the world's biggest public stock offering, 
and making Ma the richest man in China. 


Philanthropic success 

After passing on day-to-day control of 
Alibaba, Ma devoted time to pursuing 
charitable causes, establishing the Jack 
Ma Foundation to improve educational 
opportunities for poor and rural Chinese 
people, and to addressing environmental 
damage caused by industrial growth. 
Today, Ma is Chinas biggest philanthropist. 
Meanwhile, over 75 percent of Chinese 
e-commerce transactions are made 
through Alibaba, and its sales outstrip 
those of eBay and Amazon combined.

Putin's popularity was not universal, 
however, and the first of many rallies 
against his leadership were held in cities 
across Russia in 2007. Although Russia's 
constitution prevented him from standing 
for a third consecutive term as president, 
his grip on power continued as prime 
minister (2008-2012) and then again as 
president from 2012. Accusations of 
electoral fraud led to further large-scale 
protests across the country in 2011-2013. 
Putin’ international reputation has also 
fluctuated during his leadership. He has 
faced condemnation and sanctions from 
the West for his country’s suspected 
involvement in the assassination of 
former spies overseas, its annexation 
of the Crimea region in Ukraine in 2014, 
and its intervention in the war in Syria. 
However, many Russians feel that Putin 
has restored their pride in their country, 
and when he was reelected in 2018, it 
was with 77 percent of the vote.

Russia reborn 
Putin quickly set about reorganizing 
the Russian economy, including cutting 
corporation tax and formalizing a new 
tax system. Industrial productivity steadily 
increased, oil and gas exports soared, and 
within 5 years, Putin was able to repay the 
$70 billion of foreign debt accrued by the 
Soviet Union to international creditors. 
As the economy improved, ordinary 
Russians also prospered, enjoying rising 
wages, greater consumer choice, and 
increasing standards of living. Putin was 
understandably popular, and when he 
stood for reelection in 2004, he received 
71 percent of the vote.

Bor in Monrovia, Sirleaf was the daughter of Jahmale Carney Johnson, 
the first indigenous member of Liberia's National Legislature. In 1961, 
she left Liberia to study in the US at Harvard University, before returning 
to Liberia in 1971 to work in president William Tolbert's cabinet as assistant 
finance minister. Nine years later, Master Sergeant Samuel Doe led a coup 
against Tolbert, executing him and many of his cabinet. Sirleaf fled to the 
US, then Kenya, working for Citibank and Equator Bank. In 1985, Sirleaf 
returned to Liberia and ran for the vice presidency. Following the election of 
Samuel Doe, Sirleaf was briefly imprisoned, then forced into a 12-year exile. 
Sirleaf returned to Liberia in 1997 to run for president, coming second 
to Charles Taylor, who exiled her for alleged treason to the Ivory Coast. 
Finally voted into office in 2005, Sirleaf stabilized the nation after years 
of civil war. Popular for her free market economics, she was reelected in 
2011 and erased almost $5 billion in foreign debt. She resigned in 2017.

Political career 

Obama entered politics aged 34. He 
was elected to the Illinois Senate in 
1996 and the US Senate eight years later. 
In 2008, he beat Hillary Clinton for the 
Democratic Party nomination, winning 
over many young and minority voters 
who responded to his promises to 
bring lasting social change. 

Obama was sworn in as the 44th US 
president in 2009. Within days, Obama 
implemented an executive order banning 
“enhanced interrogation techniques,” 
including waterboarding. He also 
successfully passed the Affordable Care 
Act (ACA), known as Obamacare, which 
divided public opinion but saw dramatic 
increases in the number of people with 
health insurance. Many of Obama's bills, 
however, notably those on climate 
change, were defeated by Republicans, 
who blocked them in Congress. 

Obama worked hard to foster positive 
links with other world leaders, thawing 
decades of icy political tensions with 
Cuba by visiting it in 2016, before his 
presidency term ended the next year.

Aged 15, Malala Yousafzai survived an assassination attempt 
by the Taliban, a radical Islamic group, in retaliation for her vocal 
activism. Since her recovery, Malala has campaigned globally for 


girls to have the right to an education. 


M alala was born in Mingora, in Swat, northern Pakistan, to Muslim 
parents on July 12, 1997. Her father, Ziauddin, an outspoken social 
activist, campaigned for girls to be educated, and Malala followed in his 
footsteps. Aged 11, she blogged for the BBC under a pseudonym about 
life in Mingora under Taliban rule, which had banned young girls from 
going to school. After the Taliban was pushed out of Swat by the Pakistani 
military in July 2009, Malala gained recognition for her activism, appearing 
publicly on television, and on local and international media. 

On October 9, 2012, in response to her growing influence as an activist, 
Malala was shot in the head by a Taliban gunman on the bus going home 
after an exam. First airlifted to Peshawar and treated by a team of doctors 
who saved her life, Malala then traveled to the UK for further treatment. 
Now, she lives in the UK with her family, where she campaigns for girls’ 
education, since it is too dangerous for her to return permanently to 
Pakistan. The Malala Fund, which she cofounded with her father in 2013, 
continues to support the education of young girls in countries across the 
world, including Brazil, Nigeria, Syria, Pakistan, and India.

He 
became a US national hero and was 
also knighted by Queen Elizabeth Il.

OMAR TORRIJOS 
1929-1981 


Military leader of the National Guard of 
Panama, Omar Torrijos led the National 
Guard to victory in a coup against the 
Panamanian government to become 
the self-appointed dictator of Panama 
from 1968-1978. Seen as a supporter 
of the poor, mixed-race majority 
population, he implemented social 
reforms, created jobs, and promoted 
education. In 1977, Torrijos made 
political history through his successful 
negotiations with US President Jimmy 
Carter to secure Panama's sovereignty 
overthe Panama Canal and the 
surrounding Canal Zone. He died 

in a plane crash in 1981. 


HARVEY MILK 
1930-1978 


US politician and activist Harvey Milk 
gained legendary status in the gay 
community after his assassination in 
1978. Milk was a leading voice for gay 
rights in the Castro district of San 
Francisco—elected to the city’s Board 
of Supervisors in 1977, he was one 

of the first openly gay officials in US 
history. His liberal policies won huge 
public appeal but earned him political 


DANIEL ORTEGA 
1945- 


President of Nicaragua from 1985 to 
1990, and elected again in 2007, Daniel 
Ortega was previously the leader of the 
revolution that overthrew Nicaragua's 
former dictatorship. He became one 
of the heads of the Sandinista National 
Liberation Front (FSLN) and trained in 
guerrilla warfare after being exiled to 
Cuba in 1974. Returning to Nicaragua, 
he unified and strengthened the FSLN 
and led them to victory in a civil war 
against the government in 1979. 

As president, Ortega won strong 
support from poor communities and 
introduced food distribution, literacy, 
and unemployment programs. 


DONALD TRUMP 
1946- 


The 45th president of the United States, 
Donald Trump began his career as a 
high-profile businessman. Trump 
transformed his family's real-estate 
business into a conglomerate including 
hotel-casino complexes, golf courses, 
and high-rise apartments. During his 
presidential campaign, Trump distanced 
himself from the political establishment; 
his provocative manner, populist 
politics, and conservative views gained 
him huge appeal with working-class 
Americans. With no previous political 
experience, Trump's election as US 
president represents one of the greatest 
political upheavals in American history. 


SHIRIN EBADI 
1947- 


An Iranian human rights activist and 
lawyer, Shirin Ebadi won international 
renown for her efforts to protect the 
human rights of women, children, and 
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alleging that he had weapons of mass 
destruction. Saddam was captured, 
convicted of crimes against humanity, 
and hanged in 2006. 


MUAMMAR GADDAFI 
1942-2011 


Military and political leader Colonel 
Gaddafi deposed Libya's King Idris | in 
1969 and established a new republic. 
He expelled Italian settlers, removed 
Western military bases, and promoted 
Arab nationalism. By nationalizing the 
oil industry, Gaddafi made Libya the first 
developing country to have a majority 
share in its own oil production. He 
invested in the military, improved 
housing facilities and access to clean 
water and food, and introduced free 
education and health care. However, 
Gaddafi was later condemned for 
human rights abuses in Libya and for 
funding international terrorist groups. 
He was overthrown during the 2011 
Arab Spring and killed by militants. 


HAROLD CARDINAL 
1945-2005 


A lawyer and leader of the Cree people, 
Harold Cardinal was a political activist 
from the age of 23, when he was 
elected president of the Indian 
Association of Alberta later helping to 
found the National Indian Brotherhood. 
His bestselling book The Unjust Society 
caused Pierre Trudeau's administration 
to abandon legislation that denied the 
legal rights of Indigenous populations. 
Through his dedication to enforcing 
radical change, as well as preserving 
and developing indigenous rights and 
culture, Cardinal gave a voice to the 
First Nations of Canada. He also played 
a vital role in fostering a sense of 
understanding between indigenous 
and white people. 
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aged 46. He streamlined and grew the 
business, reduced bureaucracy, and 
made brutal cuts in staffing. Within 
two decades, he had grown revenues 
from $25 billion to 5130 billion and 
overseen a 4,000 percent increase in 
the company’s value. Following his 
retirement, he launched the Jack 
Welch Management Institute, a highly 
acclaimed online business school. 


EDDIE MABO 
1936-1992 


Torres Strait Islander Eddie Mabo was 
an Australian-indigenous activist who 
fought a decadelong campaign for land 
rights for the islanders and invalidated 
the 200-year-old legal doctrine of 
terra nullius. This concept, meaning 
“nobody's land,” had been used by 
white settlers to build on indigenous 
territory. Through petition, campaign, 
and negotiation, Mabo led the 
Australian-indigenous people to be 
recognized as legal custodians of their 
land. Mabo had died five months 
before the victory, but his success 
marked a watershed in Australian 
history. He was posthumously awarded 
the Australian Human Rights Medal. 


SADDAM HUSSEIN 
1937-2006 


Iraqi political leader Saddam Hussein 
participated in the coup that brought 
the revolutionary Ba'ath Party to power 
in 1968. As party leader, and later 
president in 1979, he nationalized Iraq's 
oil industry, boosting the economy, and 
expanded the military before launching 
costly invasions into Iran (1980) and 
Kuwait (1990). Saddam was a brutal 
dictator, responsible for the deaths of 
thousands in wars and state-sanctioned 
executions. In 2003, a military coalition 
led by the US and UK invaded Iraq, 


RECEP TAYYIP ERDOGAN 
1954- 


Turkish political leader Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan has been a lifelong nationalist 
and Muslim. After being jailed for his 
early Islamist politics, Erdogan founded 
the Justice and Development Party (AKP) in 
2001 and was elected prime minister 

in 2003. He oversaw economic recovery, 
expanded religious freedoms, and led 
Turkey into the European Union. 
Gradually, he became more authoritarian, 
curbing freedom of the press and 
increasing political control of the 
judiciary. After three terms as prime 
minister, Erdogan was elected president; 
he amended the constitution to abolish 
the post of prime minister and grant 
supreme powers to the presidency. 


SHINZO ABE 
1954- 


Originally elected prime minister of 
Japan in 2006, Shinzo Abe stepped 
down the following year, only to stage 
a political comeback in 2012. Abe's 
administration has taken a tough stance 
on North Korea, backing UN sanctions 
against it, and has also strengthened 
ties with the US. In 2013, Abe launched 
an ambitious set of economic reforms, 
popularly called “Abenomics,” intended 
to boost Japan's long-term economic 
slump, which in part encouraged 
greater participation for women in the 
workforce. A number of his nationalist 
policies have attracted criticism both 
in Japan and internationally, however. 


STEVE JOBS 
1955-2011 


The CEO of Apple, Inc., Steve Jobs was 
a pioneer of the computer era, whose 
innovations dictated the evolution of 
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political success and won a landslide 
election victory in 2014 as leader of the 
Bharatiya Janata Party (BJP), the political 
arm of the RSS. Modis administration 
has focused on attracting foreign 
investment and boosting infrastructure. 


TONY BLAIR 
1953- 


Leader of the British Labour Party from 
1994 to 2007, Tony Blair shifted the 
party from its left-wing past to the 
political center, distancing it from trade 
unions and supporting integration into 
the European Union. He was elected 
prime minister in a landslide victory in 
1997. His government brought about 
devolution in Scotland and Wales and 
successfully brokered the Good Friday 
Agreement in Northern Ireland. He 
damaged his reputation by taking 
Britain into the Iraq War, fearing Iraq 
possessed weapons of mass destruction; 
he resigned during his third term. 


HUGO CHAVEZ 
1954-2013 


A military leader and revolutionary, 
Hugo Chavez served as president of 
Venezuela from 1999 to 2013 (with a 
brief removal from power in 2002). In 
1992, Chavez and fellow military officers 
led an unsuccessful coup against the 
government, and he was imprisoned. 
After his release, he founded the 
Movement of the Fifth Republic; in 
1998, he was elected president. Chavez 
used Venezuela's oil wealth to boost 
health care, education, and housing for 
poor people. However, his popularity 
waned as his policies grew increasingly 
radical, alienating the middle class. He 
also pursued ties with Cuba, Iran, and 
Iraq and united many Latin American 
countries against globalization and 
US-led economic policies. 


political dissidents in Iran. A former 
president of the Tehran City Court, 
Ebadi and her all-female co-judges were 
dismissed following the 1979 coup by 
leaders of the new Islamic republic. 

She set up a private practice to defend 
dissidents, founded the Defenders 

of Human Rights Center, and led a 
campaign to end legal discrimination 
against women and child abuse in Iran. 
In 2003, Ebadi was awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize for her work in human rights 
and diplomacy; she is the first Muslim 
woman to receive the award. 


THOMAS SANKARA 
1949-1987 


A Marxist revolutionary, Thomas 
Sankara became president of what was 
then Upper Volta, in West Africa, in 
1983, aged 33, and launched the widest 
set of reforms in African history. In just 
four years, he shook off French colonial 
rule, renaming the country Burkina 
Faso, and instigated radical change to 
benefit the masses. His policies led to 
improvements in health care, education, 
women’s rights, infrastructure, and 
agriculture; he planted trees to combat 
desertification, promoted national 
self-sufficiency, and redistributed lands. 
However, Sankara became increasingly 
authoritarian and was eventually 
assassinated by his opponents. 


NARENDRA MODI 
1950- 


Elected prime minister of India in 

2014, Narendra Modi has been a Hindu 
nationalist since joining the right-wing 
Rashtriya Swayamsevak Sangh (RSS) in 
the 1970s. As chief minister of Gujarat 
(2001-2014), he was dogged by allegations 
of complicity in Hindu-Muslim riots in 
2002 and involvement in extrajudicial 
killings. Yet Modi has had sustained 
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but not uncritical supporter of the 
European Union, Macron has taken 
a liberal centrist political stance. 


HYEONSEO LEE 
1980- 


The North Korean human rights activist 
Hyeonseo Lee was a teenager when 
she defected from her country of 

birth seeking asylum in South Korea. 
After escaping, she returned to escort 
her family to safety, too. She made 
history when she published the global 
bestseller The Girl with Seven Names, a 
memoir of her life in North Korea that 
provides an unprecedented window 
into life under the brutal regime. Lee 
travels globally to raise awareness of 
human rights violations in North Korea 
and the plight of North Korean 
refugees. She has gained a strong 
media presence and actively supports 
other defectors from the country. 


MARK ZUCKERBERG 
1984- 


The US entrepreneur Mark Zuckerberg 
is the CEO and cofounder of Facebook, 
the global social-networking site. 

A programming prodigy, Zuckerberg, 
alongside two fellow students at 
Harvard, created Facebook in 2004. 

It was an instant success, gaining 1 
million users within a year and by 2012, 
a billion. Facebook held its initial public 
offering (IPO); at $16 billion, it was the 
largest Internet IPO in history. Due to 
the dominance of his social media 
empire, business magazine Forbes 
ranked Zuckerberg as the 10th most 
powerful person in the world in 2016. 
Although Facebook has attracted 
controversy in relation to alleged 
influence on political outcomes in 2016, 
Zuckerberg is committed to widening 
Internet access around the world.

EMMANUEL MACRON 
1977-

The youngest president in French 


history, Emmanuel Macron was 39 
years old when he was elected in 
2017. A former investment banker and 
then finance minister under President 
Francois Hollande, Macron had never 
held elected office before founding the 
new centrist party "La République En 
Marche!" in 2016. He made political 
history when he was decisively voted 
into office, with a fledgling party with 
no existing formal structure. A strong 
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modern technology. In 1976, he and 
Steve Wozniak launched the company 
Apple. Having developed the 
groundbreaking Macintosh computer, 
Jobs left, first setting up NeXT, a 
computer development company, then 
Pixar Animation Studios before 
returning to Apple as CEO in 1997. Jobs 
instigated the trend for sleek, high-end 
computers and pioneered a string of 
revolutionary technologies, including 
iTunes, and the iPod, iPhone, and iPad. 
He redefined the way humans use and 
relate to computers, transforming 
businesses and generating a new wave 
of technological innovations. 


DONATELLA VERSACE 
1955- 


Donatella Versace is an Italian fashion 
designer and the sister of Gianni, the 
iconic designer and founder of the 
Versace label who was killed in 1997. 
Assuming control of the business after 
his death, she has successfully developed 
and reinvented the high-end brand. In 
addition to her creative skills as artistic 
director, Donatella's shrewd PR talents 
helped her to expand the company into 
new global markets, seek out business 
collaboration opportunities, and use 
celebrities to boost advertising 
campaigns. She has molded the label in 
her own style, giving it a new and 
enhanced image for which she was 
awarded a Fashion Icon Award in 2017. 


RIGOBERTA MENCHÜ 
1959- 


Guatemalan political activist Rigoberta 
Menchú is a member of the indigenous 
Quiché Maya people. In her teens, she 
campaigned for women’s rights and 
social reform, but when her family 

was murdered for their activism, 
Menchü fled to Mexico. From there, 
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
